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Forest tieup: Can’t afford it, can’t interfere’ 


Labor Minister William King said Wednesday 
the provincial government can’t afford a summer 
shutdown of the forest industry but may be forced 
to accept a 30 per cent cut in tevenues. 

King made the statement during a television 
interview with Channel 6. 

"We can’t afford to lose revenue of this kind.” 
he said. “But weighed against the rights of the 
parties (the forest industry and the three forest 
unions) these things have to be faced." 


. The minister said that while more than 30 per 
cent of the provincial economy is based on the 
forest industry, he didn't intend at this time to take 
any direct action to settle the current dispute be- 
ween tjie industry, and the forest unions. 

It's a five collective bargaining process,” he 
said. "The employees have the right to strike and 
the employers have the right to lockout. Thai's part 
of the system. 


"My function as I see it is to try and minimize 
that occurring too often, but it is inevitable that 
strikes will occur. And there is no law that requires 
the forest industry to keep operating, important as 
it is, as crucial as it is to our economy- We can only 
make the best effort we can to emphasize to both 
parties I hat since they do hold a very substantial key 
to the economic health of the province, that they 


exercise their powers with great sensitivity to the 
public interest.” 

King said that a forest shutdown would result 
in "total economic impact." 

“Well over 50 per cent of the economy is based 
on the industry. There will be a drastic reduction 
of revenue flowing to thq, government as well as the 
impact on wages and the loss of piofils. It’s a total 
economic impact situation, no doubt about it."

’ Zaire 
snags 
rescue 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tan¬ 
zania (AP) — United States 
diplomats crossed Lake Tan¬ 
ganyika in a boat in an at¬ 
tempt to rescue three kid¬ 
napped American and Dutch 
students, but a Zaire gunboat 
shelled the shore and prevent¬ 
ed the craft from landing as 
one of the captives signaled 
with flashing mirrors, 
witnesses reported Wednes¬ 
day. ' 

The witnesses said the at¬ 
tempt was abandoned Tues¬ 
day and the rescue boat re¬ 
turned 30 miles across the 
lake from Zaire to Kigoma. 
Tanzania, without the hos- 
lages, who were abducted five 
weeks ago by Marxist guerril¬ 
la*. 

It was unclear whether the 
shelling by Ihe govemmenl 
boat was deliberately intend¬ 
ed to prevent the rescue or 
whether the gunners believed 
the boat was one of many 
guerrilla craft which operate 
on the lake. 

U.S. Officials confirmed that 
the incident occurred, but de¬ 
clined to give details of the 
rescue attempt or to say 
whether it. meant ransom de¬ 
mands of the kidnappers had 
been met. 

Witnesses said Norman 
Hunter, father of Carrie Jane 
Hunter, 21, of Atherton. Calif., 
watched the rescue mission 
through binoculars from a 
high hill near Kigoma iftid 
was upset and outraged when 
it failed. 

Miss Hunter, along with 
Kenneth Stephen Smith. 22. of 
Garden Grove, Calif., both 
Stanford University students, 
and Emilie Bergmann, 25. of 
The Netherlands, were kid¬ 
napped from a baboon study 
camp near Kigoma. The guer¬ 
rillas came from Zaire, the 
former Belgian Congo. 

Expectations that, the cap¬ 
tives might be freed mounted 
after U.S. and Dutch diplo- 
_ mats jp D$r es Salaam re¬ 
ceived letters Friday from the 
guerrillas. They did not dis¬ 
close the contents, but U.S. 
diplomats, Hunter and a Stan¬ 
ford representative gathered 
in Kigoma this week. 

The guerrillas originally 
took a fourth hostage. Bar¬ 
bara Smuts, 24, of Ann Arbor. 
Mich., but released her to de¬ 
liver ransom demands. The

NEW DELHI — India’s President Fakhruddin 
Ali Ahmed declared a state of emergency today be¬ 
cause of what he called internal disturbances threat¬ 
ening the security of the country. 

The declaration followed the arrest of prominent 
opposition politicians by Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s government. 

The severe crackdown on 
tJie opposition politicians be¬ 
gan before dawn today with 
the arrest of more than 100 
persons, various sources re¬ 
port. 

The move against the op¬ 
position was unprecedented 
in the 28 years of Indian in* 
dependence and resulted from 
demands that Mrs. Gandhi re¬ 
sign after she was convicted 
of corrupt election practices. 

There was no official an¬ 
nouncement but government 
sources confirmed Jhat 
arrests were being made 
under the internal security 
act. 

Authoritative sources said 
that one of the first persons 
seized was 72-year-old Jaya- 
prakash Narayan. who cri¬ 
ticized Mrs. Gandhi on 
Wednesday night in New 
Delhi before a crowd of 
U),000’. After demanding that

Forces dentists

TORONTO (CP) The 
Globe and Mail says the Ca¬ 
nadian Armed Forces have 
court-martialed four dental 
officers in recent months for 
refusing to perform their 
duties. 

It says the latest court-mar¬ 
tial Involves Capt. Robert 
Hodge, 26, of London, Ont., 
who apjieared before a board 
in Petawawa, Ont., Wednes¬ 
day to answer four charges, 
including one of refusing to 
perform his duties. 

He was also charged with 
being absent without authori¬ 
ty from his place of duty, fail¬ 
ure to wear a Canadian 
Forces uniform and failure to 
obtain a haircut and mous¬ 
tache trim as required by reg¬ 
ulations.

"It seems to me, talking to 
people who have to work with 
the board from day to day. 
that -decisions are being 
made, not on the basis of how 
to solve problems on a day-to- 
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day basis but on 
basis," he said. 

"The thread 1 see running 
through these amendments is 
a thread that suggests that 
these people on the Labor Re¬ 
lations Board, primarily the 
lawyers, do not have enough 
of the powers they think they 
need to properly t>olice labor- 
management relations." he 
added. 

The result will be decisions 
based not on the best solution 
but on the idea that the 
proper way of doing things is 
of prime importance, C*abel- 
mann predicted. 

Gabelmann recommended 
that labor relations should be 
dealt with on an ad hoc basis, 
w ithout the threat of intrusion 
of a third party into any dis¬ 
pute. 

If both parties do want help, 
then a mediator should be ap¬ 
pointed not to impose a solu¬ 
tion. but to encourage both 
sides to talk and work oui a 
solution both can li\e with. 

"My fear is that those 
amendments which strength¬ 
en the powers of the board 
will lead to a situation where 
both parties — labor and 
management are going to 
lie leery of the board, avoid¬ 
ing it whenever possible be¬ 
cause they are worried about

Quebec provincial police 
refused to provide further 
details because of a demand 
by the kidnappers that the 
family not inform the news 
media about Mrs. Blanchet’s 
seizure. 

Police said the woman was 
kidnapped from her home di¬ 
rectly across the street from 
the Blanchet family’s marga¬ 
rine manufacturing plan) in 
Rock Forest, 15 miles cast, of 
here. 

Sources said Mrs. Blanchet 
was alone at her home when 
she w-as taken awdv by an un¬ 
determined number of men 
Tuesday morning. 

They said the kidnappers 


first made their demands in a 
telephone call shortly after 10 
a.m. EDT Tuesday to 38-year- 
old Gaston Blanchet inform¬ 
ing him that his mother was 
being held for ransom. 

In addition to their instruc¬ 
tions that the $1 million be 
paid in $20 notes, Blanchet 
was told: "No police, no re¬ 
porters and pay the money." 

The sources said a kidnap¬ 
per telephoned Blanche! a! 
7:45 p.m. Tuesday to renew 
the demands. 

During the 11:30 a.m. rail 
Wednesday, they said, the 
hostage’s son told the kidnap¬ 
pers that the family had been 
able so far to raise $50,000 in 
$20 notes. 

The kidnappers did not ro- 
s|)ond to this information and 
have not mentioned pickup ar¬ 
rangements for the ransom. 

Sources said tlie kidnappers 
have not allowed Blanchet to 
s|>eak to his mother on the 
lelephone and have not pro¬ 
vided details on her condition 
or her w hereabouts. 

Police spokesmen ha\c re¬ 
fused to say whether there 
has been any direct threat on 
the hostage’s life. 


Budget ‘guarantees 
million jobless’ 


OTTAWA (CP* Warning 
of higlier jobless rates and 
more inflation, Opposition 
critics launched in the Com¬ 
mons on Wednesday a sharp 
attack on Finance Minister 
John Turner's budget. 

The attack came as the six- 
day budget debate opened in 
the House after Tuesday’s 
one-day St. Jean Baptiste Day 
recess. 

Progressive Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic Sinclair Stevens 
of Ontario said the budget 
contains no measures to curb 
inflation; Ed Broadbent. 
New Democrat parliamentary 
leader, said it guarantees that 
there will be one million Ca¬ 


nadians without .jobs this 
winter. 

Stevens said the budget rep¬ 
resents a failure by thp gov¬ 
ernment to deal with the ur¬ 
gent problem of inflation. 

"Inflation is a political 
problem," he said. "Inflation 
can be solved politically and 
it is not being solved by this 
government.” 

Since Turner became fi¬ 
nance minister in 1972 infla¬ 
tion has risen by 32.6 per cent 
and government spending by 
99.5 per cent, said Stevens. 
Thp government is largely re¬ 
sponsible for the current infla¬ 
tion affecting all consumers, 
he added. 


Me criticized government 
lilans to trim $1 billion from 
its spending, calling this an 
inadequate gesture. Also, at¬ 
tempts earlier this year to en¬ 
courage voluntary ** restraint 
by business and labor proba¬ 
bly had added to inflation. 

The attempts to win a vol¬ 
untary agreement or con¬ 
sensus to hold down price 
and wage demands probably 
encouraged business . and 
labor to demand more before 
threatened mandatory con¬ 
trols were imposed, Stevens 
said.

Political expediency is ihe name of the 
game, honest statesmanship is a phrase, not 
a reality. Win Quebec, win Canada. 

'rhe laughable part of the whole sleazy ex¬ 
ercise is that Quebec, whether you happen to 
like *t or not. is on a stringent timetable of 
separation. Anyone who honestly believes 
that Ottawa’s continuous pandering to Que¬ 
bec will keep Quebec in Confederation, is 
blind or a fool or both. 

THEY HO NOT WANT us. They do not 
want the English language, they want oif 
and they make It devastatingly clear by all 
their actions. 

I made a trip to Quebec City a little over 
a year ago. a weekend junket for the presen¬ 
tation of the Air Canada sport, executive of 
the year awards. There were more than 100 
present at the banquet in the Chateau Fron- 
fenanc, 75 per cent of them from outside 
Quebec and at least 70 per cent of whom 
could not understand French. 

Yft two at the guest speakers made their 
addresses in French, no English translation, 
no attempt to hide their scorn, their dislike or 
the English-speaking guests. Calculated bad 
manners. 

AIR CANADA officials were embarrassed, 
their apologies were profuse. But of course it 
wasn’t their fault — they had no way of 
knowing about the carefully-planned insult. 

Quebec is no longer part, of Canada. Que- 
becois make no pretense of wanting to re¬ 
main in the Dominion. Quebec Is their land 
and they will not rest easy until they have 
cut the last remaining link to this country. 


Ottawa, of course, continues to wear the 
blinkers of stupidity. Ottawa continues ro 
press the bilingualism bit. an exercise that 
has alienated a far greater percentage of 
English-speaking Canadians than has placat¬ 
ed the French. 

AND AT A TERRIBLE financial cost to 
the country. This year’s figure for Bi and Bi 
is set at $350 mlDion. French-language train¬ 
ing far civil servants amounts to $60 million 
per year and yet Keith Spicer, head of the 
program, candidly admits it is wasted 
money, wasted effort. He estimates that 40 
per cent of those who take the training, never 
use French on their iobs. That 50 per cent 
only rarely use it and that the remaining 10 
per cent use it frequently. 

Of course it carries on in many ways 
the ridiculous double-language labeling on all 
products, some of which are sold exclusively 
in English-speaking areas. Cost? Millions. 

AND THE EXTREME to which it is car¬ 
ried. A local resident recently took the CP 
Air jet service from Los Angeles to Van¬ 
couver. She was welcomed aboard In Iz>s An¬ 
geles in French. The menu was In French 
with small English translation. To what ex¬ 
tent do we carry this idiocy? 

Pick up an Air Canada baggage sticker at 
Victoria International Airport and find that 
the instructions on the back are In French 
only, which led one wag to observe that ob¬ 
viously English-speaking passengers don't 
need instructions as to how to affix baggage 
stickers. 

Yet. all the costly sops In the w-orld are 
doomed to failure because Quebec Is laugh¬ 
ing at us and yes, hating every minute that 
she must remain part of the same country. 

THE QUEBEC government Ignores the 
British North America Act. It introduces Its 
own language legislation. It makes its own 
deals with foreign countries and tells Ottawa 
to ’op it when Ottawa has the temerity to 
question the constitutionality of the dealings. 

The consensus Is. let them go. let us he 
rid of the financial drain. Those who go 
against the consensus are unrepentanl 
dreamers, the idealist who refuse to recog¬ 
nize the hard facts of the reality of a Canadi¬ 
an division. A Canadian division that is.

Anyone 
who has tried to cut up a 
piece of frozen meat knows 
what a difficult chore it can 
be.

execution, which Amin has 
promised to carry out in nine 
days. 

In its latest broadcasts, 
Uganda radio said: ‘’Uganda 
has confirmed two British 
warships full of troops have 
arrived at the Kenyan port of 
Mombasa.” . 

It said this confirmed that 
Britain was planning *n in¬ 
vasion. 

But British spokesmen said 
a British frigate, HMS Salis¬ 
bury, and auxiliary fleet ves¬ 
sel. Tidesurge. had been at 
Mombasa since early this 


month on "routine visits" and 
did not have any marines or 
troops on board. 

Britain, other governments'*- 
and leaders such as UN Se¬ 
cretary-General Kurt Wald¬ 
heim have all appealed to 
Amin to reprieve Hills, who is 
reported to be suffering from 
terminal cancer. 

Amin has repeated, howev^ 
er. he will be shot by firing 
squad unless British Foreign 
Secretary James Callaghan 
flies to Uganda in the next 
few days to plead for Hills’ 
life. Callaghan has said he 
will go to Kampala, •but "not 
under duress.”

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An Indian victory 


B ritish Columbia native Indians have 

won a significant if not dramatic victory in 
their long campaign for compensation for or return 
•I the thousands of acres of lands trimmed from 
their respirations by decision of a royal commis¬ 
sion in 1916. 

At a meeting with the provincial cabinet Tues¬ 
day tile Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs acknowledged 
the government's capitulation with a pledge that 
all road blockades and nuisance demonstrations 
would cease — or at least those associated with the 
lands claims. 

The government, for its part, in conceding 
that the Indians are entitled to compensation, 
agreed to the return of a token 100 acres of una¬ 
lienated Crown land before Sept. 1, 1973. 

Actually there are something like 34,000 acres 
involved scattered over the province. 

Okanagan Indians lost more than 18,000 acres 
by the decision of the commissioners, land which 
includes what is now the downtown area of Okana¬ 
gan Fahs, five miles of waterfront on Okanagan 
Lake, pretty well all of what is now Penticton, 
waterfront on Kalamalka Lake which is now Cold¬ 
stream municipality, and much more. 

Nearly three square miles were lopped off In¬ 
dian lands close by Westbank, and a 518-acre re¬ 
serve on the Simiikameen 10 miles out of Prince¬ 
ton, a 200-acre fishing station at the north end of 
Mara Lake, and 55 acres known as the Mission 
Creek reserve now in southeast Kelowna were ap¬ 
propriated. ) 

By way of compensation the Okanagan In¬ 
dians were given a new reserve of 2,000 acres. 

This was typical of the experience which is the 
basis of the Indians’ current dissatisfaction and 
their determination to obtain rediess. 

For the most part, considering the provoca¬ 
tion, the Indian leadership has shown commend¬ 
able restraint. The occupation of Indian affaire 
department offices, the blocking of the B.C. Rail¬ 
way and of logging roads here and there, the refusal 


to accept further government aid, these gestures of 
independence and defiance did little to convince au¬ 
thority that the situation was approaching the 
point of crisis. 

Even the appearance of weapons at the road 
blocks — something, incidentally, which should 
never have been tolerated had no visible effect on 
the government. The public was more concerned at 
the illegal interruption of traffic than at the sight 
of a demonstrator with a feather in his hat and a 
gun in his hand, and didn't understand the issue in 
any event. 

Even when young Philip Paul, the land claims 
director of the union of the chiefs, warned in mid- 
April that “it’s just a matter of time before the reg¬ 
ular leadership loses control" to the militants, nei¬ 
ther the public nor the administration was moved. 

And then the Indians found a secret weapon. 
Chief Adam Eneas, explaining that nobody listens 
to the discussion of abstract ideas like "aboriginal 
rights" admitted that when the chiefs suddenly put 
a cash value on their claims “everyone took some in¬ 
terest.” Tile figure they set was S10 billion. 
Plucked out of thin air or not, it was something to 
shake the government. 

The most effective strategy', however, was re¬ 
served for the New Democratic Party convention 
last month when Indian spokesmen in blunt and 
brutal language raked the government for its com¬ 
placency, delay and indifference in consideration of 
the cut-off lands claims. Delegates sat silent and 
shocked — and mightily impressed. It took no time 
at all for their reaction to reach the leadership. 

Tha prospect for the settlement of the cut-off 
lands now seems bright, although it is bound to 
require some tough negotiation. The settlement of 
the far wider and more complicated issue of “abori¬ 
ginal rights” is something else again. Compared 
with it, the Indians themselves say, the cut-off 
lands problem is small potatoes. 

So, unhappily, there is still trouble ahead and 
the white man had better be prepared for it. 


Soviet KGB steps up its work 


As the U.S. General In¬ 
telligence Agency undergoes 
the severest congressional 
investigation ever into its ac¬ 
tivities and alleged excesses, 
the Soviet KGB is stepping up 
its espionage abroad and its 
repression at home. 

This is not a cause-and-ef- 
fect situation. U.S. in¬ 
telligence officials say, but 
rather a coincidental and 
ironic fact. 

It is detente, the avowed de¬ 
termination by the West and 
the East to seek better rela¬ 
tions. that has expanded the 
KGB’s spying find secret po¬ 
lice effort. 

The KGB, whose initials 
stand for Komitet Gosudarst- 
vermoy Besopasnosti or Com¬ 
mittee for State Security, is 
believed to l>e the world's 
largest foreign intelligence 
and counterintelligence orga¬ 
nization. It is the CIA, FBI 
and a lot of other things, in¬ 
cluding a .175,000-man border 
guard army, nil rolled into 
one. 

“It is our opinion that they 
(KGB) view detente as open¬ 
ing doors that weren’t open as 
recently as five years ago,” 
one U.S. intelligence official 
said. “There is absolutely no 
diminution of their effort to 
penetrate the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. 

“They have not slowed up 
their campaign to recruit 
Americans at any level. As a 
matter of fact, not a month 
goes by that we don’t see 
them attempting to recruit 
Americans." 


The KGB completely con¬ 
trols the foreign intelligence 
organizations of its East Eu¬ 
ropean satellites. A measure 
of the expanded effort it is 
making in the United States is 
revealed in the fact that So¬ 
viet-bloc official personnel in 
the United States have in¬ 
creased from 967 as of July 1, 
1969. to 1,463 on Feb. 1,1974. 

Western intelligence ser¬ 
vices estimate that 40 per 
cent of the SpweWilgc of¬ 
ficials overseas nave soni^i- 
telligence work assigned to 
them. 

Clarence Kelley, director of 
the Federal Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation, earlier this year 
asked Congress for funds to 
hire an additional 157 agents, 
principally for use in counter¬ 
intelligence. 

Most of the KGB recruiting 
effort is made overseas, much 
of it among the large U.S. 
military population there. 

On a couple occasions in the 
last decade or so, the Soviets 
have been spectacularly 
successful. There was the 
case of the army sergeant in 
France who gave the KGB a 
complete list of U.S. weapon? 
deployment in Europe, and 
another in which the air force 
message centre chief in Japan 
turned over several briefcases 
full of classified information. 
Both were discovered late in

the game after great damage 
had been done. 

American students abroad 
am another prime target of 
KGB recruiters. 

"They will go all out. 
not for the one with the beard 
and hippie characteristics, 
but for the guy with a rela¬ 
tively short haircut with his 
military service behind him,’’ 
the U.S. official said. 

“It is a lot easier to recruit 
an American overseas, be¬ 
cause he figures he is not 
being watched. 

★ ★ ★ 

“When the Russians feel 
they have a live one, they 
promise to finish paying hds 
college costs and send him 
back to the United States to 
try to join the FBI. CIA, state 
department, Pentagon or to 
got a job in a defence in¬ 
dustry.” 

The KGB looks for "the 
venal, Ihe corrupt, the guy in 
debt.” the official asserted. 

“They long ago discovered 
that we all hate mortgages,” 
he said. “Often the first ques¬ 
tion they ask is. ‘How much is 
your mortgage?’ ” 

Another group that interests 
the KGB recruiter is the 
third-country citizen who has 
trained in the United States 
and found that when he re¬ 
turned home he was either 
under-employed or jobless. 

“The Russians try to get 
them back to the States, if 
their record has been clean,” 
the U.S. official said. 

“After five years they can 
become naturalized American 
citizens and, in an additional 
three years, they can get a 


Department of Defence clear¬ 
ance.” 

One of the big targets of So¬ 
viet espionage in the United 
States is the computer in¬ 
dustry. This effort is support¬ 
ed by the Scientific and Tech¬ 
nical Directorate, one of the 
largest in the KGB. 

Although the U.S. govern¬ 
ment has fairly strict regula¬ 
tions on the export of techno¬ 
logy, the Soviets have capital¬ 
ized on false “end use” certif¬ 
icates — that is, a French 
manufacturer, for example, 
will apply for a machine or 
component for his csvn com¬ 
mercial use and later the 
United States finds that the 
exported item has landed be¬ 
hind the Iron Curtain. 

(As recently as June.5, it 
might be noted, the Electronic 
Industries- Association an¬ 
nounced that it "has urgently 
called for ... the easing of 
U.S. export controls,” assert¬ 
ing that many firms contend 
that U.S. policy has made 
U.S. exports non-competitive 
as compared with those of 
trading partners and others. 


(EIA said that a “strong ef¬ 
fort in the areas of electronic 
and telecommunications 
equipment and components” 
would greatly aid the U.S.

“The Second Chief Director¬ 
ate of the KGB, which han¬ 
dles counter-intelligence and 
security, is horrified because 
of the relatively large number 
of foreign visitors they now 
have to cope with,” a Western 
intelligence official said. 

“The whole country is 
rather paranoid on the subject 
and any foreigner is automati¬ 
cally suspect.” 

The KGB’s fadrlv new Fifth 
Directorate, which was creat¬ 
ed in the late 1960s and 
operates under the Second 
Chief Directorate, is charged 
with control over all dissident 
groups — the intellectuals, the 
Jews and incipient national¬ 
ists. 


Not long ago. Western in¬ 
telligence operatives obtained 
a copy of the KGB’s 460-page 
“wanted list” of “agents of 
foreign intelligence services, 
defectors, members of anti- 
Soviet organizations < be¬ 
trayers of the motherland), 
members of punitive units 
and other criminals under 
search warrant.” 

A top secret document, it 
contains capsulized reports on 
1.132 Soviet citizens, including 
Rudolf Nureyev, Jhe widely 
acclaimed ballet dancer. 

The Russians are not likely 
to attempt to kidnap Nureyev 
and ship him back to the 
U.S.S.R. to do his seven-year 
term. Nor are they likely to 
harm him physically, despite 
the embarrassment and hu¬ 
miliation he has caused Soviet 
officialdom. He is too famous 
for that. 

According to Western 
sources, the KGB has not, to 
their knowledge, assassinated 
any defectors or enemies of 
the state living abroad since 
one of its agents murdered 
Stepan Bandera, the Ukrain¬ 
ian emigre leader, in Munich 
in 1959. 

Bandera’s ideological com¬ 
patriot, Ijev Rebet, was killed 
by the same KGB operative, 
also in Munich, in 1957.

In the opinion of Western in¬ 
telligence experts the KGB 
has been highly successful in 
maintaining security in the 
U.S.S.R. But since the Second 
World War about 15 of its 
agents have defected to die 
West. 

The prize catch, however, 
was Col. Oleg Penkovsky of 
Soviet military intelligence. 
As an agent for the United 
States, he was equipped by 
the CIA and turned over to 
that agency 10,000 pages of 
top secret material on Soviet 
missiles and missile-related 
subjects. 

"It was absolutely bona fide 
top secret information of the 
highest order.” a U.S. official 
said. “It must have taken the 
Russians one helluva long 
time to write up a full dam¬ 
age report on that one.”

Most battles are lost chiefly 
because the theory that Par¬ 
liament must modernize to 
deal with these modem times 
is well rooted in the younger 
members of his own party as 
well as in the government 
benches. 

One thing that still rankles 
with him is the readiness with 
which all parties accepted the 


new committee system which 
took government spending es¬ 
timates out of the House of 
Commons. The opposition can 
no longer hold up the govern¬ 
ment payroll as a means of 
forcing concessions out of the 
cabinet. 

This will probably be Bald¬ 
win's last term in Parlia¬ 
ment. He was elected in the 
Diefenbaker sweep in 1958 
and has been re-elected every 
time since. He will be 71 by 
the time the next election is 
called and will have served in 
the Commons for 20 years. 

Then it will be up to some¬ 
one else to champion the 
rights of the individual elect¬ 
ed MPs against "the position 
taken by those ornaments of 
the treasury benches who sat 
opposite.” 


Thus Baldwin’s sharpest 
speeches are often on points 
of House rules and procedures 
and seldom rate very exten¬ 
sive coverage in the press. 
News editors aren’t keen on 
stories that require five para¬ 
graphs of explanation to back 
up one paragraph of news. 

His latest duel with the Lib¬ 
eral government was in that 
category. The motion he pre¬ 
sented in the Commons was 
long and in the proper parlia¬ 
mentary jargon. In essence it 
argued that everyone, includ¬ 
ing public servants, had the 
right to appear before a par¬ 
liamentary committee when 
called and that the minister 
did not have the right to for¬ 
bid any of his employees to 
testify before a committee. 

He contended that King 
Charles II lost his head and 
President Richard Nixon lost 
his job by contending that 
they had rights that extended 
beyond the powers of the 
elected representatives of the 
people. 


Here is some typical Bald¬ 
win argument: 

"It is all very well, ap¬ 
parently. for committees to 
call witnesses from the 
streets outside this House.

R. B. Bennett, Conservative 
prime minister of Canada 
from 1930 to 1935, died at his 
estate in England 28 years 
ago — in 1947. Born in Hope- 
well Hill, N.B., Bennett prac¬ 
tised law in Calgary and 
served briefly in Arthur 
Meighen's government. 

He took office as prime 
minister after winning the 
general election on a platform 
of imperial trade and unem¬ 
ployment relief. He put the 
former first, but most eco¬ 
nomic proposals w ere 
wrecked by the world-wide 
depression. Bennett an¬ 


nounced broad social legisla¬ 
tion early in 1935, but the Con¬ 
servative government was de¬ 
feated in the election. 

1857 — Queen Victoria 

awarded the first Victoria 
Cross. 

1918 — Sugar rationing 

began in the United States. 

1935 — Compulsory labor 
sendee began in Germany. 

1959 — The St. Lawrence 
seaway was opened officially 
by Queen Elizabeth and Pres¬ 
ident Eisenhower. 

1961 — Upper Canada Vil¬ 
lage was opened by Premier 
Frost of Ontario. 


Governing with a narrow 
coalition in the Knesset, Ra¬ 
bin’s position is in some resp¬ 
ects analagous to that of 
Ford. His options are limited 
by the divisions in his own 
party. 

Rabin sees three elements 
essential to any further disen¬ 
gagement. First is the dura¬ 
tion of a future agreement. 
Although he will not specify a 
fixed time since this will be 
one of the most fiercely de¬ 
bated points, others in his 
government talk of three to 
four years. 

The second point is the ar¬ 
rangement of mutual warning 
systems. Israel maintains an 
electronic early-warning sys¬ 
tem near the Mitla and Gidi 
passes. Egypt would establish 
a similar system so that any 
forward movement in either 
direction would be detected in 
the event Israel agrees to 
withdraw frorp the passes. 

As a third point, Rabin 
spoke of symbolic signals in¬ 
dicating Cairo’s desire for 
peace. One signal would be 
the easing of the boycott 
against American firms doing 
business wnlh Israel, such as 
Ford and Coca Cola. Easing 
the campaign against Israel 
in the 'niird World is another 
signal as, most important of 
all, would be the right of 
Israeli cargoes to pass 
through the Suez Canal. 


All this means that both 
sides must be forthcoming 
and neither side can dictate 
the duration of an agreement. 
An Egyptian declaration of 
non-belligerency was not the 
reason for the' breakdown of 
last March, Rabin said. Non¬ 
recourse to the use of force is 
essential for any agreement. 


Military aid had not been 
an issue in Washington, Rabin 
said. 

He spoto sadly of the delay 
in translating commitments 
for American arms into con¬ 
tracts because of the Ford- 
Kissinger Middle East 
reassessment. But that delay 
did not apply to other states. 

"Jordan was promised 
arms during this period 
while we were being told that 
there could be no movement 
until the re-assessment had 
been completed.” 

The prime minister spoke in 
the same melancholy rein, 
punctuated by his shy ironic 
smile, of the vast arms sales 
by the West to the Arab 
states. The latest is a $400 
million sale by Britain to 
Egypt. U.S. sales to Saudi 
Arabia of complex modern 
weaponry will run Into 
hundreds of millions. Brother 
Arabs are giving Egypt very 
large sums for arms, but little 
or nothing in economic akl. 

If only President Anwar 
Sadat could turn to solving his 
country’s serious’ economic 
problems, he might not bn so 
interested in Israel. The Shah 
has been more than generous 
in economic aid. 


Lsrael is asking the United 
States for $2.59 billion, most 
of it in military aid. Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres be¬ 
lieves the total finally forth¬ 
coming will be $1.7 billion. 

Rabin said he was told in 
Washington no positive moves 
on the Middle East could be 
expected from the United 
^States until the summit after 
the European Security Confer¬ 
ence in the late summer. Now- 
lie has heard that the summit 
has been postponed. 

Given the tensions and the 
jungle of armaments through¬ 
out the region, this seems a 
long time to wait. But pa¬ 
tience is the prime minister's 
long suit. . 

"After all," he '•says, "we 
have been seeking a secure 
and peaceable way of life for 
27 years.” That is since the 
creation of the state of Israel. 

The quiet of the prime min¬ 
ister’s office relieves the pres¬ 
sures that bear down so hard 
throughout the Middle East, 
with a concentration here in 
this small besieged nation. 
Whether events will stand still 
for the weeks or months that 
a new compromise agreement 
will take is a large question 
mark.

A new chairman will lie 
chosen by the new board to he 
elected tonight. 


B.C. would force 
CPR to fix spans 


Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan has asked the Cana¬ 
dian Transport Confnission to 
order the CPR to immediately 
repair K and -N Railway 
bridges at French Creek. 

In a telegram to the com¬ 
mission, Strachan said the 
CPR’s proposal to abandon 
passenger services between 
Parksville and Courtenay be¬ 
cause of the state of bridges 
“suggests inadequate mainte¬ 
nance procedures and indif¬ 
ferent attitude toward' the 
operation of the F and N.” 

The minister reminded the 
Ottawa commission that in 
1884 large amounts of land 
were conveyed to the CPR in 
exchange for a continuoua 
passenger service on the Is¬ 
land. 

“The CTC, as an agent of 
ihe Dominion, must order the 
immediate repair of the struc¬ 
tures to permit continuous 
service." Strachan said. 

He also requested that the 
<*TC send him immediately 
copies of CPR reports on the 
structural adequacy of the 


bridges and the (TC engineer 
investigation reports. 

Meanwhile, the aid of Co- 
mox-Alberni MP Hugh Ander¬ 
son is being enlisted by Co- 
mox-Strathcona Region Board 
in registering a strong protest 
to the CTC over the July 1 
closure. 

The hoard, at its June meet¬ 
ing. also endorsed unanimous¬ 
ly a motion by Campbell 
River director Kenneth Forde 
that if the line is abandoned, 
all mineral and timber rights 
revert back to the crown. 


Federal government plans

Toronto (CP) — The 
average price of a house will 
Increase 13 per cent this year 
and mortgage financing is li¬ 
kely to be costlier.

gage rates are pushed higher. 

Mingay told a'financial con¬ 
ference sponsored by The 
Conference Board in Canada 
that with the strong demand 
for homes, a shortage of hous¬ 
ing and rental accommo¬ 
dation is inevitable in the 
1970s. 

In addition, there was little 
incentive for developers to 
build rental accommodation 
and high rentals needed to 
pay costs and provide a do¬ 
cent return on investment

Mingay said the consumer 
is partly to blame for the high 
cost of housing because "a 
simple home with minimal 
frills no longer satisfies most 
needs." 

Mingay said ways must be 
found to provide serviced land 
at reasonable costs to bring 
construction costs under con¬ 
trol. 

Governments should under¬ 
take massive water and sew¬ 
age installation programs and 
slow down spending on land 
bank operations. 

Variable interest rate mort¬ 
gages may have to be consid¬ 
ered because the traditional 
fixed interest mortgage does 
not reflect inflation. 

He said rent controls must 
be avoided since it will dis¬ 
courage development of rent¬ 
al projects.

This is Canada Week Super-nationalists among us are 
pushing a slogan Canada. Give It a Hug, which one may 
admit is kind of warm and folksy. 

Finance Minister Turner did his bit Monday night. From 
the howls around the gasoline pumps it would seem that he’s 
also cracked a few' ribs 

The fuel-tax protests have nearly drowned out the sounds 
of anguish coming from others who by now are starting to 
Pore through a document entitled Notices of Ways and Means 
Motions. This is the fine print that keeps accountants and in¬ 
come tax collectors gainfully employed until the next budget. 

There have boon many subtle changes, not all of them for 
the belter if you’re a taxpayer. 

For instance. Registered Retirement Savings Plans 
iRRSPi regulations with respect to past service contributions 
have been made more restrictive, effective Tuesday. 

Prior to the budget, an employee was entitled to a max¬ 
imum deduction for a premium paid to a registered retir¬ 
ement savings plan equal to the lesser of $4,000 or 20 per cent 
of his earned income provided that his employer did not 
make a contribution on his behalf to a registered pension 
plan in the particular taxation year even though he was a 
member of the plan. 

The effect of the changes in the new budget for premiums 
paid after June 23 is to reduce the maximum deduction in the 
foregoing circumstances to the lesser of $2,500 or 20 per cent 
of his earned income where he is entitled to pension benefits 
with regard to his employment for that particular yettr. 

In the past where an employee did not make a current 
service contribution and only made a past service contribu¬ 
tion his RRSP contribution limit was not reduced by such 
past service pension contribution. 

Beginning Tuesday, his deduction will be limited to the 
lesser of $2,500 or 20 per cent of his earned income less the 
amount contributed as a past sendee contribution to his reg¬ 
istered pension fund. 

But the budget wasn't all bad news. The matter of 
transfer ,of interest and dividend deduction between spouses 
has been cleared up and the existing legislation repealed 

For 1975 and subsequent taxation years any unused por¬ 
tion of a spouse’s interest and divided deduction (maximum 
St,000» is to be available to the other spouse. 

Under the previous rules the amount available for 
transfer was restricted to twothirds of $1,000 during 1975 and 
a lesser amount in subsequent years assuming an increase 
in the consumer price index. To say I hat it was clumsy 
would be an understatement. 

So far nobody has really tried to figure out who will be 
able to get refunds on that 10-cenl gasoline excise tax. How¬ 
ever, late word Wednesday from Revenue'Canada Taxation is 
that those eligible will be those who are able to deduct vehi¬ 
cle expenses when making up their income tax returns. 

'Hie districl taxation offices, of course, will be obliged to 
handle the paper work for what are expected fo be monthly 
returns. 

It really seems that they’ll have to put that fourth storey 
on the Vancouver Street structure long before such an addi¬ 
tion had been expected.

Position paper * to quit 


DLS MOINES (UPI) - Dr. 
Dixy Lee Ray, resigned assis¬ 
tant secretary of state, says if 
American* knew how State 
Secretary Henry Kissinger 
and his top advisers made de¬ 
cisions they "would be fearful 
for the future." 

Ray. In an Interview con¬ 
ducted in Washington and 
published in the Des Moines 
Register, made the comment, 
in explaining it was "frustra¬ 
tion" with the Kissinger state 
department that caused her to 
resign as the first assistant 
secretary of state for oceans 
and international environ¬ 
mental and scientific affairs. 

Ray said the post had been 
created by Congress to give 
added weight to the impor¬ 
tance of technology in solving 
international problems, but 
told the newspaper Kissinger 
and his advisers never con¬ 
sulted her. 

She said Kissinger is sur¬ 
rounded by aides who. have 
such tight control over access 
to the secretary that she 
i ould not get in to see him to 
discuss the problem of lack of 
< onsultation or even make 
known her decision to resign. 

"When I asked to see the 
secretary to resign. I was 
asked for a briefing paper.” 
Ray told the Register. "I said 
it was a personal matter, and 
I was told that no one could 
see secretary Kissinger unless 
a briefing paper had been 
prepared. 

"It’s a bad situation when 
an assistant secretary of state 
has to prepare a position 
paper to resign. I said to hell 
with it. and wrote out my res¬ 
ignation," she said. 

Ray told the newspaper the 
"problem was there from the 
outset, but I lived with the 
frustration of lack of com¬ 
munication and hoped It 
would improve for nearly 
three months." 

"It wa ahout two month* 
ago that I made my own deci¬ 
sion that I was going to resign 


when I got the organizational 
structure together and the 
budget requests projected un¬ 
less there was some great im¬ 
provement," she said. 

She said conditions became 
worse, not better, and said 
she learned the same frustra¬ 
tions were felt by other senior 
officials with the state deparj- 
ment. 

"The little group of whiz 
kids around Kissinger have 
automatic answers for every¬ 
thing without consulting the 
experts,” she said. 

"They only use the advice 
of experts when the advice 
fits a preconceived notion and 


when they can’t find a paper 
to support what they are 
doing, they use the pliable ex¬ 
perts to write papers to sup¬ 
port what they’ve already de¬ 
cided they want to do." 

She said "one of the last 
straws" came in a speech 
Kissinger made to the Japan 
Society last week when he 
said it was the intention of the 
United States to enter into 
agreements with the Japanese 
on research and development 
of scientific projects. 

"Nobody said anything to 
me about such a proposal, 
and certainly no one in my 
division has been consulted or 


even has the preliminary stu¬ 
dies that would be essential to 
such a proposal," Ray told 
the newspaper. 

Ray previously headed the 
Atomic ‘Energy Commission 
before that agency was reor¬ 
ganized. 

Kissinger had no comment 
on Ray’s critical letter of res¬ 
ignation, but through an aide 
said he was "sorry" to see 
her resign.

Two women Doctors seek abortion say

MEXICO CITY Farm 
women are the "silent majori¬ 
ty of the world” who raise 
much of the food in poor na¬ 
tions but are denied the 
means to increase production, 
fcay panelists at the Interna¬ 
tional Women’s Year confer¬ 
ence. 

Making life better for 100 
million rural women is direct¬ 
ly and dramatically tied to an 
adequate world food supply, 
they said. 

Danish economist Ester 
Bosterup, panel chairwoman 
said women do up to 70 per 
cent of the farming in Africa 
and much of it in Asia and 
South America. 

“We must persuade people 
to stay on the land if we are 
not all to starve in the years 
to come,” said Elizabeth 
O’Kelly, a Briton cited for her 
20 years' work in rural Asia 
and Africa. 

The panelists said women 
must be permitted to own and 
improve farm land, to share 
in cash crops, to form co¬ 
operatives and to be given so- 
phisticated farming- 
improvement courses rather 
than the traditional "women’s 
courses.” 

A growing number of dele¬ 
gates expressed discontent 
with the conference for Its 
failure to discuss "what 
women really want.” 

There were objections from 
both official and non-govern¬ 
ment delegates to the increas¬ 
ing injection of political issues 
and actions — such as Tues¬ 
day night’s pro-Arab walkout 
against Mrs. Leah Rabin, wife 
of the Israeli prime minister. 

The representative of one 
African nation — who asked 
not be identified, said: "I’m 
wondering what that has to do 
with International Women’* 
Year.” 

American feminist Betty 
Friedan charged that the con¬ 
ference was characterized by 
a "callous manipulation of 
women by their governments, 
with a few exceptions.” 

She added: "What women 
really wants is not the same 


thing as the rhetoric their 
governments say they want." 

Australian feminist and au¬ 
thor (Jermaine Greer said 
"the delegations are repre¬ 
sentative of governments, not 
of women, because govern¬ 
ments are not representative 
of women.” 

More than half the dele¬ 
gates walked out on Mrs. 
Rabin as she delivered 


Israel's keynote address. 
Most of those who left were 
from Arab, African and Com¬ 
munist countries. 

The walkout apparently was 
a rebuff to Mrs. Rabin’s plea 
in her speech for the confer¬ 
ence to "do what you can to 
bring us together — us, the 
women of Israel and our 
sisters of the Arab nations 
that surround us.”

Noel’s plan involves the in¬ 
stallation of a 12-inch water 
main from about one mile 
south of Elk-Beaver lake- to 
the pumping station at the 
west side of Ihe lakp. 

At present the peninsula 
water distribution system 
originates at the Elk Lake 
pumping station. 

One of the problems is Ihe 
receding level of Elk I^ake 
which can apparently no 
longer sustain the daily drain. 

Noel said Central Saanich 
can no longer refuse to come 
to grips with the issue. 

A 79-unit subdivision to be 
builf just a few blocks north 
of die Central Saanich munici¬ 
pal hall, he said, would add to 
the dilemma of water short¬ 
age on the pensinsula.

A bit of Victoria's naughty and nautical

Big ferry order 
goes to Yarrows

Yarrows Lid. at Esquimau will 
build two B.C. government ferries 
worth a total of $6.1 million to be 
operated between Vancouver and 
North Vancouver, Municipal Affaire 
Minister James Lorimer announced 
Wednesday. 

Yarrows’ general manager D. W. 
Challinor said in an interview the con¬ 
tract won by the Esquimau yard was 
in time to keep the “continuity of new 
construction at the yard intact." 

He said there are between 750 and 
800 employees currently on the pay¬ 
roll and without the new contract 
about 120 would have had to be laid 
off by the end of August. 

The first of the new passenger 
ferries is scheduled to go into service 
by mid-March. 1976. 

Lorimer said it had originally hern 
inlended to build one of the ferries in 


Victoria and the other in Vancouver, 
but the Esquimalt yard had assured 
him that both could be built on sched¬ 
ule here. 

Challinor said it hasn’t been de¬ 
cided if both will be built at the same 
time. Most likely one will immediately 
follow the other. 

“This is one way of cutting down mis¬ 
takes. If an error is made on one. only 
one mistake is made instead of doub¬ 
ling it,” he said. 

New construction at Yarrows in¬ 
cludes an $18 million B.C. ferry to he 
launched in December, and a $6.8 mil¬ 
lion ice-breaker supply ship for Dome 
Petroleum Co., which was launched 
June 19. 

Other bids for the ferries’ con¬ 
struction were $6.8 million by Riv- 
Tow, and $6.3 million by Vancouver 
Shipyards.

Taxi companies applying 
for hefty fare increases

Victoria taxi companies 
have applied to city council 
for a 20-cents-a-mile fare in¬ 
crease. equivalent to a 33-per- 
cent boost, the Colonist has 
learned. 

Victoria Taxi Owners Asso¬ 
ciation president John Preve- 
doros said the application, in¬ 
volving most of Greater Vic¬ 
toria’s 140-odd cabs, was 
made a couple of weeks ago 
before Monday’s budget 
news of higher gasoline 
prices. 

If the application is ap¬ 
proved bv the city and the 
requisite provincial authority 
(governing taxi Pares in out- 
of-town arcast. the increase, 
would mean Ihe charge per 
mile would jump from HO 
cents to 80 cents. 

There would be no change 


in th« current 80-cent “flag’’ 
or basic charge but the hour¬ 
ly waiting rate would go up 
from $8 to $10. 

Prevedoros says the current 
Vancouver cab rate fwhich 
went into effect last fall) is a 
7>cent flag’’ plus 60 cents a 
mile. 

However, he thinks the Van¬ 
couver cabbies will soon be 
looking for a further increase 
in view of the anticipated 
mid-summer gasoline price 
hike of five, to six cents a 
gallon. 

Prevedoros is confident Vic¬ 
toria’s taxi operators will get 
their latest application ap¬ 
proved. 

He says the local taxi com¬ 
panies and, in particular, 
his own company. C and C 
Taxis, which now is unionized 
are grappling with hard 
times.

The structures were “completely derelict” 
and “dangerously unsafe,” Bawlf said, ex¬ 
plaining that the roofs had fallen in, the inte¬ 
rior walls had been pirated for lumber, and 
the mortar was so deteriorated that the 
sheds could be pushed over by hand. 

The sheds were about 10 feet deep and 40 
feel long, and the area they occupied is being 
turned into a landscaped public courtyard.

Three workers 
‘guilty’ in walkout 


Three Victoria federal 
workers Wednesday admitted 
unlawful participation in a 
strike last December amid in¬ 
dications lour others might 
take the same action this 
week. Nearly 50 others may 
fight similar charges. 

That was the picture after 
19 Victoria members of the 
Public Service Alliance of 
Canada were charged separ¬ 
ately with unlawful participa¬ 
tion in a strike Dec. 19. 1974. 
“where no collective agree¬ 
ment applying to the bargain¬ 
ing unit in which you were 
included was in force." 

Another .’’6 PSAC members 
-are to hear similar .charges 
today and tomorrow and are 
among about 800 members 
being charged across Canada. 

The Greater Victoria 
charges arose from a one-day 
walkout of more than 100 
PSAC members in apparent 
protest against a federal wage 
offer. The workers were em¬ 
ployed at the Environment 
Canada and transport 
ministry marine bases on 
Harbour Road, HMC Dock¬ 
yard, William Head and the 
Rocky Point magazine. 

Ottawa considered prosecut¬ 
ing 94 persons but eventually 
55 were summonsed, all from 
the two marine bases and 
HMC Dockyard. 

Of the 19 to appear Wednes¬ 
day. three Environment Cana¬ 
da workers pleaded cuilty 
mechanic Simon Grypma, 


10631 Madrona, Sidney; me¬ 
chanic Pat Heffermair, 2326 
Shakespeare, and carpenter 
Clarence Rose. 3111 Kingsley. 

The other 16. employed at 
the transport ministry base or 
dockyard, were remanded by 
Judge Douglas Campbell t<> 
July 16 or 17 at the request of 
lawyer'Alan Patterson,. who 
sp ike for all 19. 

After Grypma became the 
first to plead guilty, prosecu¬ 
tor Cecil Branson said the col¬ 
lective agreement had ex¬ 
pired Nov. 24 and negotiations 
had begun. Grypma did not 
work Dec. 19 and a letter was 
sent Jan. 13 by his boss ask¬ 
ing for a medical or other ex¬ 
planation. 

Branson said seven Envi¬ 
ronment Canada employees 
signed a letter of reply. It 
said they had been at a study 
session, were not claiming 
sick leave and would rather 
forgo the day’s pay. 

The prosecutor quoted the 
letter as saying the signers 
“wished to be honest” about 
what happened. He said the 
penalty was a maximum fine 
of $100 with no minimum and 
suggested a low fine. 

The others applied for sick- 
leave "and some received it,” 
said Branson. 

A discussion by Campbell, 
Bran sob and Patterson dis¬ 
closed an air traffic controller 
in Moncton. N R . had hpen 
fined "$10 on a similar charge 


and a conditional discharge 
was granted on payment. 

Campbell said Grypma 
“took a rather responsible at¬ 
titude but I do not believe that 
mitigates the circumstances." 
He said a discharge was "in¬ 
appropriate" and only the let¬ 
ter prevented a maximum 
finp. 

Grypma was fined $50. a* 
were Heffernan and Rose 
sn irtly afterwards. 

PSAC regional represent¬ 
ative Tom Dalzell said outside 
court he felt the sentences 
should have been the same as 
the one in Moncton. He was 
“disappointed" that the men 
got a criminal record and lost 
a day’s pay for the court ap¬ 
pearance and indicated most 
of the dthers planned to fight 
the charges. 

If so. an estimated 45 trials 
could take up to a month of 
court time—unless the out¬ 
come of the first trial is ac¬ 
knowledged by opposing law¬ 
yers as a standard-setter for 
the rest.

Another pensioner said that 
if the government is going to 
give landlords a 10.6-per-cent 
increase—the 1975 allowable 
limit—then it “should give us 
a 100 per cent increase.” 

“Who is to blame—the gov¬ 
ernment, the real estate 
agents or and developers?” 
one woman asked.

NKW DELHI. India

sufficient in oil by the 1980s. 
is stepping up efforts to de¬ 
velop its known reserves and 
to explore for more. 

Officials of Hie Ministry of 
Petroleum and Chemicals in¬ 
dicate that they are in the 
final stages of negotiations 
with a Japanese consortium. 
Japaex. to develop prosper 
five rich offshore oil fields in 
•he Cauvery Basin, last off In 
dia's southeast coast Other 
exploration and development 
is beinc done in collaboration 
with U S . British. French, 
and Soviet experts. 

Negotiations with Japaex 
mer the Cauvery Basin follow 
unsuccessful attempts by a 
Canadian group and an 
American multinational to 
escure contracts. 

India reportedly desires col¬ 
laboration with a number of 
different nations, rather than 
restriction to the technology 
of one* or two, but Japaex is 
said 1o have offered the best 
terms yet for the Cauvery 
project, along with substantial 
yen credits. 

Japan's own interest in the 
project stems from its desire 
io find sources of oil other 
than the Persian Gulf and 
North Africa, from which it 
buys more than 90 per cent of 
its supply 

Vise, the Indian oil to 
closer, and therefore cheaper 
to transport, and low in suJ 
phur content-important in a 
country tliat has lust imposed 
stringent antipollution mea¬ 
sures 

Before India » independence 
In 1947. only the State of 
Assam was producing nil. and 
that because of private Brit¬ 
ish development years earli¬ 
er. 

With the establishment of 
the Indian Oil and Natural 
Gas Commission lONGCt in 
1956. the government began 
exploring on its own. By 1971 
new wells in Assam and in 
Gujarat were producing about 
7 million Ions a year, about, 
one-third of ihe country's con¬ 
sumption.

• From fifty to 70 days of 
paid leave following child¬ 
birth. 

• Free nursery facilities 
for children, freeing mothers 
who work. 

• Ten years earlier retir¬ 
ement age than men who re¬ 
tire at the age of 65. 


The news service adds that 
each factory and workshop 
in Shanghai has its own labo* 
protection unit that function: 
in co-ordination with local 
trade unions, women’s group: 
and municipal health depart 
ments for better working con 
ditions for all workers. 

As in other Socialist eoun 
tries, Chinese women are ex 
peeled to perform same typp« 
of work, including heavy man¬ 
ual labor, as their male coun¬ 
terparts.

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Parkland enrols 48 students 


Course set to get off ground

Ted Hobbs* aviation rourse 
ai Parkland high school efbs 
off the ground, so to apeak, in 
September. 

Approved Iasi month by the 
Saanich school board. I he 
90-hour, one-semester course 
has 48 students registered. 
They will be divided evenly 
into two classes nest fall. 

Hobbs is a biology teacher 
at Parkland, has been a flyer 
since 1959, logging about 350 
hours in the air since becom¬ 
ing interested in aviation, and 
has a share in an aircraft. 

"We feel that a lot of stu¬ 
dents are a little turned off on 
academic subjects and there's 
a little bit of science, mathe¬ 
matics and geography in avia¬ 
tion." said Hobbs, who got the 
idea almost two years ago. 

lie and principal Joe J.ott 
think that Parkland is in an 
ideal spot for a course like 
this. About a mile north, and 
on the opposite side of the 
Pal Ray Highway from Vic¬ 
toria International Airport, 
the school is also a natural for 
the subject because many stu¬ 


dents have parents connected 
with the industry. 

And the keen interest by 
young people in flying has re¬ 
sulted in 676 Kinsmen Air 
Cadet squadVon in Sidney 
being named the eop cadet 
unit in Canada in 1974. Iiobbs 
and I/Ott hope some students 
already belong to the squad¬ 
ron and would be keen av ia- 
tionists. 

In the presentation to the 
school board, the sponsors 
emphasized that it would not 
he a flying-training course, 
and the cost to the school 
would he about $500, most of 
it for the basic text From the 
Ground L’p. 

They stressed that the air¬ 
port community was solidly in 
favor of having the students 
lake the course. 

John Robertson, an aeron¬ 
autical engineer who operates 
a mainenance shop at the air¬ 
port, offered his services as 
did the Victoria Flying Club, 
the federal transport min¬ 
istry, and the environment de¬ 
partment which operates the 
w'ealher office at the airport. 

Students will learn about 
aviation basics In the class.

If Canadian students don’t 
seem to think much of the 
U.S. these days, U.S. students 
don’t appear to know much 
about Canada. 

In fact, judging by answers 
to a quiz on Canada from one 
class of New York university 
students, the concept of a Ca¬ 
nadian national identity re¬ 
mains piretty much of a blank 
for the average American un¬ 
dergraduate. 

Asked tB*"list a few charac¬ 
teristics of Canadians.” only 
five out of a 17-strong history 
class at New York City's 
Pace University could offer 
any answer at all. 


Two students who did an¬ 
swer the question surges ted 
Canadians were ’•friendly." 

Other comments noted Ca¬ 
nadians were "tall, easygo¬ 
ing," ’’hardworking." and 
’’dress very businesslike." 

Dr. Molly Nash, a Universi¬ 
ty of B.C. graduate who now 
teaches the Pac history class, 
summarized the results of her 
student questionnaire on Can¬ 
ada in a recent letter to the 
Colonist. 

(Earlier Dr. Nash had re¬ 
quested and received copies 
of the Colonist and other Ca¬ 
nadian newspapers to use as 
a teaching aid). 

Thirteen questions were 
asked of the class of 17.

No lot-size give 
in Gordon Mead

Saanich has once again re¬ 
sisted pressure from local 
builders to reduce minimum 
lot sizes In Gordon Head. 

Council’s lands, planning, 
and housing committee Tues¬ 
day defeated a motion to 
lower minimum lot sizes in an 
area of Gordon Head and an¬ 
other area along Cedar Hill 
Road from 8,400 square feet 
to the standard 6,000 square 
feet. 

The suggestion is a long¬ 
standing one from the Vic¬ 
toria Home Builders Associa¬ 
tion. Smaller lots will slow 
increases in the cost of hous¬ 
ing and ease the shortage of 
serviceable lots, the associa¬ 
tion argues. 

Aid. Roy Wootten took ex¬ 
ception to the builders’ report, 
•contending that Saanich has 
plenty of serviceable lots and 
that home buyers would not 
benefit from smaller lots be¬ 
cause prices would not be lo¬ 
wered. 

Council decided last year to 
abandon a policy under which 
developers were allowed to 
build on smaller lots in ex¬ 
change for contributions to a 
parks fund. It was not clear 
under the Municipal Act 
whether council had authority 
to require such contributions. 

Lot sizes should not lx? lo¬ 
wered in Gordon Head until 
some word comes from the 
provincial government on the 
park levy, Aid. Mel Couvelier 


said. legislation giving muni¬ 
cipalities authority to ex¬ 
change smaller lots for park¬ 
land could 1** introduced this 
session, he added. 

The committee agreed lo 
table the matter and wait for 
action from the province. 


only four knew that Ottawa is 
Canada’s national capital, 
only two students could get 
close to a rough population 
figure for the country, and 
only eight (under half the 
class) could name Pierre Tru¬ 
deau as Canada’s prime min¬ 
ister. 

None of the students came 
up with the correct number of 
Canadian provinces. 

And only five students even 
attempted to answer a ques¬ 
tion asking them to name 
three Canadian universities. 

The class did best when 
asked the two official Canadi¬ 
an languages. 

Sixteen students got the 
right answer. One student, 
however, could come up with 
only one language — French. 

According to Dr. Nash, the 
influx of Canadian news¬ 
papers has “excited and de¬ 
lighted” the New York under- 
graduates 'who were scarcely 
aware of Canada."

Outside, it is a sunny mid-af¬ 
ternoon ^ More children arrive 
beneath the ivjAcovered 
spires, pass under the spiked 
iron gate overhanging the en¬ 
trance and head for the dun¬ 
geon. 

In the yard outside, a 
round-edged ax rests above a 
sign: f, Dr. Grey’s Dentistry' 
for Children." 

But things are not as they 
seem. For the last six years, 
children have been coming to 
this place willingly, dragging 
their parents to the dentist. 

It is a mini-Disneyland, 
filled with swords, lances, 
treasure chests and dragons 
and. almost incidentally, a 
few dentists. 

Rut this creation of the late 
Dr. Lawrence Urey almost 
vanished recently because it 
lay In the path of Hawthorne's 
multi-million dollar shopping 
center. 

Then the castle in distress 
was rescued. Now, thp city 
plans to move the building to 
Jim Tljorpe Park to use as a 
recreation centre. 

The castle was the brain¬ 
child six years ago of Dr. 
Urey, who, according to his 
wife, though going to the den¬ 
tist need not be a pain.

Court rulin 
overturned 


MONTREAL (CP) The 
Quebec Court of Apfieal has 
overturned an injunc tion bar¬ 
ring Kellogg’s Co. of Canada 
from using television adver¬ 
tising aimed at children. 

The Quebec Bureau of Con¬ 
sumer Protection, an agency 
of the provincial government, 
had obtained the injunction 
last October barring the firm 
I t om using such advertise¬ 
ments. 

In granting the original in- 
lunction, Mr. Justice Amedce 
Monet denied Kellogg’s claim 
that application of the Quebec 
Consumer Protection Act: to 
legislate television advertising 
w as unconstitutional. 

But in its two-to-one deci¬ 
sion, the Court of Appeal 
ruled that, application of the 
Quebec act in the case of 
radio and television advertis¬ 
ing was an infringement uj»on 
the jurisdiction of the federal 
government. 

Justice Jean Turgeon sub¬ 
mitted a minority opinion 
claiming that the province had 
the right to enforce its legisla¬ 
tion, even if it meant infring¬ 
ing slightly on the federal ju¬ 
risdiction. 

Mr. Justice Turgeon noted 
that the federal government 
has passed many laws which 
affect the field of civil law 
despite the fact that this is a 
provinical jurisdiction.

BRANDON (CP) - The 
Manitoba Bar Association has 
rejected a resolution recom¬ 
mending equal sharing of 
property upon divorce or sep¬ 
aration of a married couple.

spouses have made some 
other written agreement. 

Speaking on the equal shar¬ 
ing resolution, Myma Bow¬ 
man, a member of the law 
reform commission, said mar¬ 
riage is looked upon as a part¬ 
nership but "so far there has 
been no way of making it an 
economic partnership." 

"You have difficulty seeing 
beyond your own back 
yards," she told the dele¬ 
gates. Some of the delegates 
expressed concern about their 
wives having a claim to a 
share of their law practices if 
the proposal became law.

green onion and shrimp, then 
poached in a wine broth. 

The broth is most impor- 
lant. First, because plain 
boiled fish loses its flavor, 
second because the season¬ 
ings cook more slowly than 
the fish. 

It is necessary to have the 
broth heated just below the 
boiling point and fully sea¬ 
soned with the herbs before 
submerging the fish. Just a 
brief poaching cooks and fla¬ 
vors the fish without destroy¬ 
ing its delicate texture. 

SOLE IN PASTRY 
1 1 a pounds fillet of soie 
I teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons each chopped 
pimiento, parsley and 
green onion 

1 (5-ounce) can small de-

Baked pastry shell. 


Season sole fillets with salt, 
using aout \ teaspoon. Sprin¬ 
kle with pimiento, parsley, 
onion, and about half the 
shrimp. Roll tip fillets, and 
fasten with wooden/ picks. 
Heat wine with water, celery-, 
onion, parsley sprig and re¬ 
maining ’,4 teaspoon salt in 
skillet with cover. 

Place sole rolls in skillet, 
and poach gently about five 
minutes, just until cooked 
through. Meanwhile, prepare 
sauce. Melt butter and blend 
in cornstarch. Add cream and 
cook, stirring constantly, until 
sauce boils thoroughly and is 
thickened. 

Stir a little of the sauce into 
egg yolks. Combine with re¬ 
maining sauce, and cook over 
very low heat until sauce 
thickens again, stirring con¬ 
stantly. When fish is cooked, 
remove rolls and keep warm. 
Boil down poaching liquid 
rapidly, until J 4 cup remains. 

Strain, and add to sauce. 
Taste, and add more salt if 
needed. Add peas and remain¬ 
ing shrimp. Arrange fish rolls 
in pastry shell, and spoon 
sauce around them. Serve at 
once. 


Pastry Shell: Cut 1 clip but¬ 
ter or margarine into 14 cups 
sifted all-purpoSe flour. Add 
Vi cup dairy sour cream, and 
mix well. Wrap In plastic film 
and refrigerale overnight. 

On lightly floured Ixmrd, 
roil out to a circle about 8V4 
inches in diameter. Trim 
edges neatlv. Mark a second 
circle within this, about 64 
inches in diameter, and cut 
with a small sharp knife. 

Place larger circle, for rim 
of pastry shell, on baking 
sheet, and chill. Remove 
■ inner circle, and chill a few 
' minutes again. Again roll this 
smaller circle, making an 84 
inch circle for base. 

Trim edges, and place cir¬ 
cle on baking sheet. Moisten 
edges, and set the first pastry 
ring on top, with edges even. 
Brush top with 1 egg yolk, 
beaten with 1 teaspoon cream. 
Prick centre of ring. 

Bake in a 350-degrefe oven 
about 40 minutes, until well 
puffed and browned. Allow to 
cool slightly before removing 
to serving plate. Use two 
broad spatulas to lift the deli¬ 
cate pastry. Serves five to 
six.

My neighbor Krnie is slighi- 
ly touched in the head when it 
comes to machinery o( any 
kind. 

He drools at the sight of 
anything with a motor and 
gears in it, end he has the 
weirdest assortment of me¬ 
chanical garden gadgets ever- 
seen outside of an agricultural 
museum.

If the plants are allowed to 
run away up in their first, 
year or two, the base will 
always he thin and poor 
thereafter, and ihe whole 
hedge will have a scruffv. 
top-heavy look to it. 

* * * 

I-ong growths, therefore, 
■should he kept cut hard back 
with the secateur/ to encour¬ 
age the leaver part of the 
stems to push .out branches 
and so thicken itself. It is 
easy enough to secure the de¬ 
sired height in subsequent 
years. 

Similar work can also he 
carried out now on older 
hedges which were cut hack 
to hard w<xxl in early spring 
and are now covering them¬ 
selves with a coat of fresh 
green shoots. 

If the secateurs are used 
now to shorten the more vig¬ 
orous shoots the ones which 
are sticking out from the gen¬ 
eral contour* of the hedge 
you will form a much more 


even surface for clipping with 
the big hedging shears later 

on. 

* * ★ 

One very common fault In 
hedges is allowing the top to 
become thicker or wider than 
the bottom. 

Such a hedge is headed 
straight for the garden bon¬ 
fire, for it will gradually be¬ 
come thinner and more un¬ 
sightly at the hase. which lies 
in dense shade from the 
overhang of the top. 

A hedge with the sides 
straight up and down is bet¬ 
ter, but not much better. 

The only really satisfac¬ 
tory shape for a hedge is one 
with slightly sloping sides, 
broad at ihe hase and a bit 
narrower at the top. 

With such a hedge, light 
and water can reach the criti¬ 
cal hase portion, and it is 
much less likely to break¬ 
down from the the weight of a 
heavy snowfall. This. too. is a 
common cause of trouble m 
broad, flat-topped hedges.

, Parents have rebelled 
against being a problem, and 
there is a recoil against the 
over-emphasi* of the cult of 
the child. " 

In the 30 years from 1920 to 
I9jt). the average parent wor¬ 
shipped a) the shrine of their 
"Little God." 

Fvervone assumed that all 
problems were the fault of the 
parents, who did not "under¬ 
stand” their children, did not 
like them enough, or did not 
sacrifice enough (or them. 

Parents must regain their 
sense of identity as parents 
without losing any of their 
Im*e and concern for their 
children. This can happen in 
four ways. 

First, there is the principle 
of consistency. Rpcent studies 
of mentally-healthy children 
show that I Hey come from 
very diverse backgrounds of 


class, of economic group*, of 
region and of religion, and 
they have been brought, up 
under different degrees o| 
frpedom and discipline. 

Rut the important thing 
they' share in common is con¬ 
sistency. Instead of being 
tense from’changing and arbi¬ 
trary ways of parents, they 
came to know what to expect. 

There is another principle 
which can bo called "effective 
love." It is wrong to let the 
child have his own way in 
everything, in ihe false belief 
that this proves our love. 

It is not a sign of our love, 
so milch as it is a sign of our 
Weakness. When you set some 
limits for your child, it is also 


a sign that you care. When 
you care, you can love. 

The third principle is one 
that teaches us to have a 
"sense of limits." If the child 
is to become a mature person, 
he must learn how to deal 
with freedom. He must 
understand the nature of hte 
limits staked out for him, and 
the l-pason lor them. 

This requires that parents 
afford opportunities to chil¬ 
dren to make their own 
choices within the limits set 
by the society in which they 
will lie growing into. 

People who have no aware¬ 
ness of limits cannot make 
proper choices and ultimately 
are slaves to indecision. 


Finally, there is the princi¬ 
ple of "identity". We want 
our children to become per¬ 
sons who know who they are 
and who have a sense of their 
own personal identity. Our 
children need a sense of love 
and security around them so 
that they can identify with 
these qualities. 

They need parent* who 
clearly love each other, de¬ 
spite their obvious irritation* 
and quarrels, so that they ran 
feel at home with love. 

Children need * father who 
shows strength and masculini¬ 
ty and a mother who is tender 
hut who is also a person in 
her own right. 

All of these principles <-an 
help guide parents to higher 
understanding of their role a* 
teachers In shaping the lives 
of their children.

This alderman, Lorimer 
said, would .represent the in¬ 
terests of the thousands of 
people who have no vote in 
the resort area, but do have 
an interest in its future, and 
would also allow direct liaison 
between the municipality and 
the government.

A 34-year-old Vancouver 
man who admitted dealing in' 
heroin but not using it was 
sentenced Wednesday in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court by 
•Judge F. S. Green to a 
40-month prison term. 

William Garth Mathew* 
pleaded guilty May 27 to a 
Victoria charge of possession 
of heroin June 30. 1972. for the 
purpose of trafficking. He had 
originally chosen a higher- 
court trail but did not appear 
for it late in 1972. 

Police saw a known heroin 
addict give Mathews money 
June 30. 1972, behind a store 
nf the Hillside shopping 
centre. They walked to a trep 
where Mathews pointed to the 
ground and the addict picked 
something up. Soon after. 
Mathews was arrested with 12 
capsules of heroin and $790. 

A warrant was Issued after 
he failed to appear Oct. 11, 
1972, for trial, and he was 
arrested May 14 of this year 
in Vancouver. Mathews was 
using another name but a fin¬ 
gerprint check identified him. 


Green chose a sentence for 
Francis Joseph John. 40. of 
325 Johnson, which gave him 
a chance for rehabilitation 
and still protected society 14 
months in jail followed hv two 
\ears of probation. 

John, who pleaded guilty 
May 14 to two Victoria 
charges of hreak-in and theft, 
had a record of 22 convictions 
in the past 22‘a years which 
rained him a total of almost 
22 years in prison.

Defence lawyer David Wil¬ 
son. calling John’s life “one of 
the saddest stories" Green 
might ever hear, said John 
had actually been in confine¬ 
ment most of the time since 
he was 11 and committed 
crimes soon after release “to 
go back to somewhere where 
people will help.”

Bank of Switzerland runs the 
best bar in town. 

The sign above the gold 
door says INVESTORS’ 
CLUB. BAR. It is open to 
the public. 

A smiling young man In a 
red jacket held open the door 
and escorted me to the table. 

It was 10 a.m. 

‘‘Something to drink?” he 
asked. 

Now I had my own Swiss 
banker. I sent for a half-liter 
of Swiss Pendant and settled 
back to watch the Trans-Lux 
ticker. 

The British government was 
saying it would not support 
the pound with any huge buy¬ 
ing. The dollar was sinking. 
Gold was up. The Swiss franc 
was up. Nothing had changed. 

I hoped I could still afford the 
wine. 

The room looked like a good 
club library. Two pretty girls 
stood behind a counter be¬ 
neath a row of clocks that 
showed the time around the 
world. I went over and asked 
one of them what language 
she spoke and she asked me 
in flawless American what 
language I’d like to speak. 

That left me fumbling, and 
so in my best English I asked 
her for a quotation on the Kru¬ 
gerrand. A rich friend back 
home collects Krugerrands' 
They’re gold coins just over 
one inch wide tliat are legal 
tender in South Africa, but 
those who believe in gold buy 
them for their convenience. 

They weigh precisely one 
ounce and sell at a very small 
premium, usually about 5 per 
cent, above the current price 
of gold. 

She pushed some buttons 
and came up purring. 

‘‘You buy at 455 Swiss 
francs, sail at 420 francs,” she 
said. 

That meant I could have all 
the Krugerrands I wanted 
that day for 5154 each, and if 
I grew tired of them the bank 
would buy them back at $170. 

I began to understand the 
Swiss banking system. 

‘‘Your New York stock ex¬ 
change will be opening at 3 
p.m. Swiss time,” she said. 
‘‘We’ll carry the tape as usual 
until we close at 7:30 to¬ 
night.” 

I glanced at my watch as 
though I still had stocks to 
worry about and thanked her. 

“How much trouble is it to 
open an account?” I asked, 
remembering that Edith Irv¬ 
ing had deposited $€50,000 in 
checks made out to Howard 
Hughes in a Swiss bank and 
gone to Swiss prison for her 
trouble. 

“About five minutes’ 
worth.” she said. "You just 
step next door. Have your 
passport?” 

I nodded and hung hack. No 
problem that I could pose 
seemed to present any strain. 

•'Suppose I wanted a num¬ 
bered account?” 

Perhaps I just imagined 
that her eyes narrowed slight¬ 
ly. 


"You’d have to talk to one 
of the bank officers. But 
there’s a fee of $40 a year, 
you know’. And no interest. 
They’re discouraged. All our 
accounts are protected by the 
Swiss banking secrecy laws, 
whether they’re numbered or 
not.” 

“IIow do I mail in a deposit 
to a numbered account?” I 
asked. “\Vhat’s my signa¬ 
ture?” 

"When you open your ac¬ 
count you’re assigned your 
number, which is known only 
to top bank officers. Then you 
write out your number in 
longhand script. That be¬ 
comes your signature for fu¬ 
ture transactions.” 

The waiter in the red jacket 


was at my shoulder, asking if 
I’d like my wine brought over 
while I talked. I retreated to 
my table, picking up a Bar¬ 
ron’s along the way from a 
rack on which I counted 40 fi¬ 


nancial journals: 18 Swiss, six 
Italian, five each from Ger¬ 
many and the United States, 
two from France and Britain, 
and one each from Belgium 
and Holland.

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Satellites may settle radiation fight

Scientists have been argu¬ 
ing for years over the extent 
to which man-made chemicals 
are diminishing the ozone 
which protects earthlings 
from overdoses of the sun's 
radiation. 

Now a couple of U.S. space¬ 
craft have been assigned to 
look for the answer. One al¬ 
ready is in earth orbit; the 
other will be launched in No¬ 
vember. 

In more technical terms, 
ozone is a protective shield of 
.supercharged oxygen that 
acts as a buffer against ultra¬ 
violet radiation directly bom¬ 
barding earth. 

Three years ago a group of 
. scientists convinced Congress 
a fleet of supersonic airliners 
systematically could pierce 
the ozone full of holes or oth¬ 
erwise diminish its effec¬ 
tiveness as a shield and 
warned the result might be 
widespread skin cancer 
among humans. 

Congress later killed the 
U.S. supersonic transport pro¬ 
gram. 

Now another group of scien¬ 
tists is warning that wide¬ 
spread use of aerosol sprays 
also could cause deterioration 
of the ozone. The state of Ore¬ 
gon has banned their use in 
commercial products begin¬ 
ning in 1977. 

So now rwo of NASA’s satel¬ 


lites may be cast in the 
strange role of arbiters in a 
growing dispute between the 
scientific community and m- 
dustrv. 

Nimbus-6, by far the most 
sophisticated weather satellite 
launched so far by the United 
States, was hurled into earth 
orbit June 12 from the Pacific 
Missile Range. Two of its mis¬ 
sions are to take inventory of 
two vital earth commodities 

ozone and solar radiation. 

Just as ozone is a gaseous 
shield in the upper atmo¬ 
sphere, solar radiation is the 
source of all life on earth. Yet 
without ozone to protect earth 
from the sun’s rays, solar ra¬ 
diation could become a killer. 

Nimbus-6, built by General 
Electric, will be followed into 
space in November by At¬ 
tn osphere-E (AE-E), an RCA- 
built satellite equipped with a 
new sensor to aid scientists in 
their investigations into the 
irripact of pollutants on ozone 
levels. 

Accurate data on the 
amounts of solar radiation re¬ 
ceived by earth never has 
been available to scientists 
before. An earth radiation 
budget experiment (ERB) 
aboard Nimbus-6 will mea¬ 
sure the planet’s intake and 
outflow of solar energy. 

Scientists believe this will 
help them measure regional 
and worldwide heat distribu¬ 
tion, along with the intensity 


of radiation bombardment 
from sun to earth. 

Another expenment using 
Ntmbus-6's radiance inversion 
radiometer will measure 
ozone density distribution in 
the atmosphere. Never before 
has ozone been measured on a 
global scale. 

Nimbus’ ozone measure¬ 
ments will be used to provide 
« data base against which fu¬ 
ture readings can be evaluat¬ 
ed, to supply the first indica¬ 
tion of whether the world’s 
ozone shield is deteriorating, ( 
as some scientists claim. 

Nimbus-6, a butterfly¬ 
shaped spacecraft weighing 
1,923 pounds, was launched 
into a near-polar, 690-mile- 
high circular orbit. The 
Nimbus environmental satel¬ 
lite program started back in 
1964 to test new and improved 
earth and atmosphere obscr-

vation instruments in near- 
earth orbit 

RGA’s Atmosphere Ex- 
plorer-E is the third in a 
series of satellites designed to 
probe a little-known region of 
the upper atmosphere known 
as the thermosphere. 

Using an on-board propul¬ 
sion system, the spacecraft 
will be able to lower itself to 
within 85 miles of earth to 
collect data on the ozone re¬ 
gion, which starts fropi the 
ground and extends about 30 
miles above earth. 

Its new sensor will sound 
the region to determine ozone 
density and height by measur¬ 
ing the reflectance of sunlight 
- that is, the ability of the 
sun’s rays to i>enetrate the 
ozone. 

An earlier sensor was flown 
on the Nimbus-4 satellite in 
1970. 


"Since the Atmosphere Ex¬ 
plorer satellite will fly at 
much lower altitude than 
Nimbus-4, 85 versus 430 miles, 
it will be able to provide sox 
times the data resolution (ac¬ 
curacy i." says C. S. Constan¬ 
tino, division vice president 
and general manager of the 


RCA Astro-Electrotucs Divi¬ 
sion, Princeton. N.J. 

The satellite’s data will be 
beamed back to earth, 
processed by computers at 
NASA's Goddard Space Flight 
Centre. Greenbelt. Md.. then 
distributed to scientists at uni¬ 
versities ami research centres 
across the nation.

“Yes, but it is impossible to 
avoid it,” salid «he onetime 
psychiatrist, now rich and 
famous for telling us. who 
have been afraid to ask, what 
we always wanted to know 
about sex. 

After four years of reading 
almost every bit of scientific 
material written on the role of 
dietary fibers, or roughage, in 
human disease. Reuben is 
convinced that by adding a 
few\ cents’ worth of vegetable 
fibe)* to our daily diet we can 
achieve: 

• Protection from cancer 
nr the colon and rectum, the 
No. 1 cancer killer in Ameri¬ 
ca. 

• Protection from ische¬ 
mic heart disease, the prim® 
cause of heart attacks. 

• Freedom from thf 
symptoms of diverticulosid, 
the most common disease of 
1 he colon in this country. 

• Protection from appen¬ 
dicitis. 

• Protection from phlrt>i- 
tis and resulting blood clots to 
the lungs. 

• Hope for overcoming 
obesity. 

• Help in dealing with 
hemorrhoids, constipation and 
v aricose veins. 

That’s saying • lot for 
something many of us have 
been ignoring, even throwing 
away, but Dave Reuben in¬ 
sists it is possible. 

Reubeti said in an interview 
that he began his study of the 
work of others on dietary 
fibers after his father died of 
cancer of the colon. 

He said that more than 600 
unassailable articles , have

medical .journals around the 
world confirming and recon- 
firming his extravagant 
claims for fibers. 

He since has written a book, 
The Save Your Life Diet, a 
title he is not wholly happy 
with, he said, because what 
he advocates is not a diet in 
the popular sense. 

“But I couldn’t think of any 
other way of trying to capsu- 
lize what I was trying to say: 
That is, that we have to go 
back to eating the way people 
ate before technology took 
over food processing.” 

It is Reuben’s contention, 
based on research of others, 
that many of mankind's ills 
are caused by eating low- 
roughage foods fostered by a 
society demanding refined 
flours, sugar and convenient, 
slick-to-swallow delights. 

He said heart attacks, 
cancer of the colon, diver¬ 
ticular disease of the colon 
and hemmorrhoids and others 
are directly related to the 
digestion and metabolism of 
food and the operation of the 
digestive system. 

It is Reuben’s belief that 
they can be prevented and in 
some cases corrected by daily 
ingestion of sufficient vegeta¬ 
ble fibers to improve regular 
daily elimination. 

“Heart attacks based on 
elevated cholesterol levels 
seem to be involved in the 
metabolism of cholesterol into 
the digestive system and the 
excessive synthesis of choles¬ 
terol i>y the liver,’’ Reuben 
said. 

“Phlebitis. hemmOrhoids 
and varicose veins are direct¬ 
ly related to pressure changes 
within the abdominal cavity, 
as in pregnant women, for ex¬ 
ample. 

“This is duplicated by the 
dilated colon if the transit 
time in digestion is slowed as 
it is on a low-residue diet. 

"If what accumulates dur¬ 
ing the decomposition process 
of the food in the colon stays 
there three days, five days, 
two weeks, it begins to deteri¬ 
orate, particularly the bile 
acids, and they can degen¬ 
erate into cancer-causing sub¬ 
stance® and these, year after 
year, can precipitate a malig¬ 
nant condition.” Reuben said. 

Addition of vegetable fillers 
to the diet can help prevent 
IhLs, and the best form, ac¬ 
cording! to him. is bran. Bran 
is the six outer layers of the 
wheat berry which are ground 
away in the milling process. 
Ti is five times as rich in 
fibers as any other source. 

Reuben said hrath can be 
easily cooked into or sprin¬ 
kled onto our food. Many 
health food stores sell il by 
the box. ^ 

Our needs are different, but 
Reuben said he takes two ta¬ 
blespoons twice a day mixed 


with a homemade yogurt, lie 
said some breakfast cereals 
with bran are effective, but 
because they contain substan¬ 
tial amounts of refined sugar, 
many of the beneficial effects 
of bran are negated. 


v lf the stores gang up and 
raise the price,” Reuben said, 
“juet go to the *feed«tore 
where it is available as ani¬ 
mal food and under many cir¬ 
cumstances is purer than 
what you buy elsewhere.”

Zaire

DAR ES SALAAM, Tan- 
zania fAP) — United States 
diplomats crossed Lake Tan¬ 
ganyika in a boat in an at¬ 
tempt to rescue three kid¬ 
napped American and Dutch 
students, but a Zaire gunboat 
shelled the shore and prevent¬ 
ed the craft from landing as 
one of the captives signaled 
with flashing mirrors, 
witnesses reported Wednes¬ 
day. 

The witnesses said the ai- 
lempt was abandoned Tues¬ 
day and the rescue boat re¬ 
turned 30 miles across the 
lake from Zaire to Kigoma. 
Tanzania, without the hos¬ 
tages. who were abducted five 
weeks ago by Marxist guerril¬ 
las. , 

li was unclear whether the 
shelling by (he government 
boat was deliberately intend¬ 
ed to prevent the rescue or 
whether the gunners believed 
the boat was one of many 
guerrilla craft which operate 
on the lake. 

U.S. officials confirmed that, 
the incident occurred, but de¬ 
clined to give details of the 
rescue attempt or to say 
whether it meant ransom de¬ 
mands of the kidnappers had 
been met. 

Witnesses said Norman 
Hunter, father of Carrie Jane 
Hunter, 21, of Atherton, Calif., 
watched the rescue mission 
through binoculars from a 
high hill near Kigoma and 
was upset and outraged when 
it failed. 

Miss ' Hunter, along with 
Kenneth Stephen Smith, 22. of 
Garden Grove. Calif., both 
Stanford University students, 
and Emilie Bergmann. 25. of 
The Netherlands, were kid¬ 
napped from a baboon study 
camp near Kigoma. The guer¬ 
rillas came from Zaire, the 
former Belgian Congo. 

Expectations that the cap- 
lives might be freed mounted 
after U.S. and Dutch diplo¬ 
mats in Dar es Salaam re¬ 
ceived letters Friday from the 
guerrillas. They did not dis¬ 
close the contents, but U.S. 
diplomats. Hunter and a Stan- 
foixl representative gathered 
in Kigoma this week. 

The guerrillas originally 
took a fourth hostage, Bar¬ 
bara Smuts, 24, of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., but released her to de¬ 
liver ransom demands.

Ali Ahmed declared a state of emergency today be¬ 
cause of what he called internal disturbances threat¬ 
ening the security of the country. 

The declaration followed the arrest of prominent 
opposition politicians by Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s government. 

The severe crackdown on 
die opposition politicians be¬ 
gan before dawn today with 
the arrest of more than 100 
persons, various sources re¬ 
port. 

The move against Hie op¬ 
position was unprecedented 
in the 28 years of Indian in¬ 
dependence and resulted from 
demands that Mrs. Gandhi re¬ 
sign after she was convicted 
of corrupt election practices. 

There was no official an¬ 
nouncement but government 
sources confirmed that 
arrests were being made 
under the internal security 
act. 

Authoritative sources said 
that one of the first persons 
seized was 72-year-old Jaya- 
prakash Narayan. who cri¬ 
ticized Mrs. Gandhi on 
Wednesday night in New 
Delhi before a crowd of

The NDP government, he 
recalled, had campaigned on 
the idea that labor relations 
should be removed from the 
courts that the court sys¬ 
tem was not able to properly 
deal with labor relations. 

Unfortunately, instead of 
having a board made up o^ 
people from labor and man¬ 
agement, there has been 
added a “very dangerous” 
coin|>onent — the legal com¬ 
ponent on the board which 
“leads back into the court 
system." 

“It seems to me, talking to 
people who have to work with 
the board from day to day, 
that decisions are being 
made, not on the basis of how 
lo solve problems on a day-to- 


Forces dentists 
refusing to drill 


TORONTO (CP) The 
Glol>e and Mail says the Ca¬ 
nadian Armed Forces have 
court-martialed four dental 
officers in recent months for 
refusing to perform their 
duties. 

It says the latest court-mar¬ 
tial involves Capt. Robert 
Hodge, 26, of London, Ont., 
who appeared before a board 
in Petawawa, Ont., Wednes¬ 
day to answer four charges, 
including one of refusing to 
perform his duties. 

He was also charged with 
being absent without authori¬ 
ty from his place of duty, fail¬ 
ure to wear a Canadian 
Forces uniform and failure to 
obtain a haircut and mous¬ 
tache trim as required by reg¬ 
ulations, 

The newspaper says the 
rash of charges, isolated to 
the 165-member dental ser¬ 
vice. appears lo stem from 


growing dissatisfaction with 
fulfilling military commit¬ 
ments in return for an educa¬ 
tion at public expense. 

One senior officer is quoted 
in the newspaper as saying 
dentists involved are those 
who received their education 
at public expense and who ob¬ 
jected to service only after 
their education was complete. 
Those whose professional edu¬ 
cation is paid for by public 
money must agree to serve 
with the Canadian Forces for 
five years after obtaining a li¬ 
cence to practice.

Quebec provincial policy 
has refused to provide further 
details because ol a demand 
by the kidnappers that the 
family not inform the news 
media about Mrs. Blanchet's 
seizure. 

Police said the woman was 
kidnapped from her home di¬ 
rectly across the street from 
the Blanchet family’s marga¬ 
rine manufacturing plant in 
Rock Forest, 15 miles east of 
here. 

Sources said Mrs. Blanchet 
was alone at her home when 
she was taken away by an un¬ 
determined number of men 
Tuesday morning. 

They said the kidnappers 


first made their demands in a 
telephone tall shortly- after 30 
a.m. EDT Tuesday to 38-ycar- 
old Gaston Blanchet Inform¬ 
ing him that his mother was 
being held for ransom. 

In addition to their instruc¬ 
tions that the $1 million be 
paid in $20 notes, Blanche!

Kissinger assistant 


4 Position paper’to quit 


DUS/MOINES (UPI) Dr. 
Dixy Lee Ray, resigned assis¬ 
tant secretary of state, says if 
Americana knew how State 
Secretary Henry Kissinger 
and his top advisers made de¬ 
cisions they “would be fearful 
for the future.” 

Ray, in an interview con¬ 


ducted in Washington 


ind 

published in the Des Moines 
Register, made the comment 
in explaining it was "frustra¬ 
tion” with the Kissinger state 
department that caused her to 
resign as the first assistant 
secretary of state for oceans 
and international environ¬ 
mental and scientific affairs. 

Ray said the post had been 
created by Congress to give 
added weight to the impor¬ 
tance of technology in solving 
international problems, but 
t.>ld tiie newspaper Kissinger 
and his advisers never con- | 
suited her. 

She said Kissinger is sur- | 
rounded by aides who ha\e 
such tight control o\er access 
to the secretary that she 
i ould not get in to see him to 
discuss the problem of lack of 
consultation or even make 
known her decision to resign. 

'‘When I asked to see the 
secretary to resign. I was 
asked for a briefing paper," 
Ray told the Register. "I said 
it was a personal matter, and 
l was told that no one could 
see secretary Kissinger unless 
a briefing paper had been 
prepared. 

"It's a bad situation when 
an assistant secretary of state 
has to prepare a position 
paper to resign. I said to hell 
with it, and wrote ouj my res¬ 
ignation,” she said. 

Ray told the newspaper the 
"problem was there from the 
outset, but I lived with the 
frustration of lack of com¬ 
munication and hopp'd it 
would improve for nearly 
three months."

"It wa alxiut two months 
auo that I made my own deci¬ 
sion that 1 was going to resign 


when I got the organizational 
structure together and the 
budget requests projected un¬ 
less thei*e was some great im¬ 
provement." she said. 

She said conditions became 
worse, not better, and said 
she learned the same frustra¬ 
tions were felt by other senior 
officials with the state depart¬ 
ment. 

"The little group of whiz 
kids around Kissinger have 
automatic answers for every¬ 
thing without consulting I he 
experts," she said. 

"They only use the advice 
of experts when the advice 
fits a preconceived notion and 


when they can't find ft paper 
to support what they are 
doing, they use the pliable ex- 
inerts to write papers to sui>- 
port what they’ve already de¬ 
cided they want to do." ^ 
She said "one of the last 
straws” came in a speech 
Kissinger made to the Japan 
Society last week when he 
said it w'as the intention of the 
United States to enter into 
agreements with the Japanese 
on research and development 
of sc ientific projects. 

"Nobody said anything to 
me about such a proposal, 
and certainly no one in my 
division has been consulted or 


even has the preliniinary stu¬ 
dies that would be essential to 
such a proposal," Ray told 
the newspaper. 

Ray previously headed the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
before that agency was reor¬ 
ganized. 

Kissinger had no comment 
on Ray’s critical letter of res¬ 
ignation, but through an aide 
said he was “sorry" to see 
her resign.

Omni Convention Centre ro- 
jected an amendment that, 
would have allowed women to 
hold membership in a 3,941 to 
503 vote. The amendment, 
sponsored by a Chicago 
chapter, would have modified 


the national charter to allow 
membership to “men and-or 
women of good character and 
community standing." 

The Kiwanians then voted 
against re-admitting two 
chaptei-s whose qharters were 
revoked because they have 
accepted women members.

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Forest tieup: Can’t afford it, can’t interfere’ 


Labor Minister William King said Wednesday 
the provincial government can’t afford a summer 
shutdown of the forest industry but may be forced 
to accept a 50 per cent cut in revenues. 

King made the statement during a television 
interview with Channel 6. 

"We can’t afford to lose revenue of this kind,” 
he said. “But weighed against the rights of the 
parties (the forest industry and the three forest 
unions) these things have to be faced." 


Tlte minister said that while more than 30 per 
rent of the provincial economy is based on the 
forest industry, he didn't intend at this time to take 
any direct action to settle the current dispute be- 
ween the industry and the forest unions. 

It’s a free collective bargaining process," he 
said. "The employees have the right to strike and 
tile employers have the right to lockout. That’s part 
of the system. 


"My function as 1 see it is to try and minimize 
that occurring too often, but it is inevitable that 
strikes will occur. And there is no law that requires 
the forest industry to keep operating, important as 
it is, as crucial as it is to our economy. We can only 
make the best effort we can to emphasize to both 
parties that since they do hold a very substantial key 
to the economic health of the province, that they 


exercise their powers with great sensitivity to the 
public interest.” 

King said that a forest shutdown would result 
in "total economic impact.” 

"Well over 50 per cent of the economy is based 
on the industry. There will be a drastic reduction 
of revenue flowing to the government as well as the 
impact on wages and the loss of profits. It's a total 
economic impact situation, no doubt about it.”

Zaire 

snags 

rescue 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tan¬ 
zania (AP) — United States 
diplomats crossed Lake Tan¬ 
ganyika in a boat in an at¬ 
tempt to rescue three kid¬ 
napped American and Dutch 
students, but a Zaire gunboat 
shelled the shore and prevent¬ 
ed the craft from landing as 
one of the captives signaled 
with flashing mirrors, 
witnesses reported Wednes¬ 
day. 

The witnesses said the at¬ 
tempt was abandoned Tues¬ 
day and the rescue boat re¬ 
turned 30 miles across the 
lake from Zaire to Kigoma. 
Tanzania, without the hos¬ 
tages. who were abducted five 
weeks ago by Marxist guerril¬ 
las. 

It was unclear whether the 
shelling by he government 
boat was deliberately intend- 
a 1 to prevent the rescue or 
whether the gunners believed 
the boat was one of many 
guerrilla craft which operate 
on the lake. 

U.S. officials confirmed that 
the incident occurred, but de¬ 
clined to give details of the 
rescue attempt or to say 
whether it meant ransom de¬ 
mands of the kidnappers had 
been met. 

Witnesses said Norman 
Hunter, father of Carrie Jane 
Hunter. 21, of Atherton. Calif- 
watched the rescue mission 
through binoculars from a 
high hill near Kigoma and 
was upset and outraged when 
it failed. 

Miss Hunter, along with 
Kenneth Stephen Smith. 22. of 
Garden Grove. Calif., both 
Stanford University students., 
and Emilie Bergmann. 25. of 
The Netherlands, were kid¬ 
napped from a baboon study 
camp near Kigoma. The guer¬ 
rillas came from Zaire, the 
former Belgian Congo. 

Expectations that the cap¬ 
tives might be freed mounted 
after U.S. and Dutch diplo¬ 
mats in Dar es Salaam re¬ 
ceived letters Friday from the 
guerrillas. They did not dis¬ 
close the contents, but U.S. 
diplomats. Hunter and a Stan¬ 
ford representative gathered 
in Kigoma this week. 

The guerrillas originally 
took a fourth hostage. Bar¬ 
bara Smuts. 24. of Ann Arbor. 
Mich., but released her to de¬ 
liver ransom demands. The

NDPers assail labor ‘court'

* Three government back¬ 
benchers ganged up on Labor 
Minister William King in the 
Legislature Wednesday after¬ 
noon. accusing him of seeking 
to turn the Labor Relations 
Board into a labor court 
under proposed amendments 
to the Labor Code. 

Colin Gabelmann (NDP 
North Vancouver-Seymour), 
Harold Sieves (NDP Rich¬ 
mond) and Rosemary Brown 
(NDP — Vancouver-Burrardi 
said the original intent in set¬ 
ting up the board was to take 
labor disputes out of the judi¬ 
cial arena. 

"There is a connecting 
Ijhread through the majority 
of the amendments and it 
leads to a conclusion that I 


am not too happy about." said 
Gabelmann. 

The NDP government, he 
recalled, had campaigned on 
the idea that labor relations 
should be removed from the 
courts that the court sys¬ 
tem w as not able to properly 
deal with labor relations. 

Unfortunately, instead of 
having a board made up of 
people from labor and man¬ 
agement. there has been 
added a "very dangerous” 
component — the legal com¬ 
ponent on tiie board which 
"leads back into the court 
system.” 

"It seems to me, talking to 
people who have to work with 
the board from day to day. 
that decisions are being 
made, not on the basis of how 
to solve problems on a day-to- 


Forces dentists 
refusing to drill 


TORONTO (CP) The 
Globe and Mail says the Ca¬ 
nadian Armed Forces have 
court-martialed four dental 
officers in recent months for 
refusing to perform their 
duties. 

It says the latest court-mar¬ 
tial Involves Capt. Robert 
Hodge. 26, of London. Ont., 
who appeared before a board 
in Petawawa, Ont., Wednes¬ 
day to answer four charges, 
including one of refusing to 
perform his duties. 

He was also charged with 
being absent without authori¬ 
ty from his place of duty, fail¬ 
ure to wear a Canadian 
Forces uniform and failure to 
pbtain a haircut and mous¬ 
tache trim as required by reg¬ 
ulations. 

The newspaper says the 
rash of charges, isolated to 
the 165-member dental ser¬ 
vice. appears to stem from 


growing dissatisfaction with 
fulfilling military commit¬ 
ments in return for an educa¬ 
tion at public expense 

One senior officer is quoted 
in the newspaper as saying 
dentists involved are those 
who received their education 
at public expense and who ob¬ 
jected to service only after 
their education was complete. 
Those whose professional edu¬ 
cation is paid for by public 
money must agree to serve 
with the Canadian Forces for 
five years after obtaining a li¬ 
cence ta practice. 

The Globe and Mail quotes 
Hodge in a 12-page letter to 
Defence Minister James Rich¬ 
ardson as saying he wants to 
leave the service because it is 
impossible to attempt to prac¬ 
tice in the forces and retain 
his individual self-respect and 
professional competence 
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day basis but on a legalistic 
basis.” he said. 

"The thread 1, see running 
through these amendments is 
a thread that suggests that 
these people on the Labor Re¬ 
lations Board, primarily the 
lawyers, do not have enough 
of the powers they think they 
need to properly police labor- 
management relations.” he 
added.

“My fear is that these 
amendments which strength¬ 
en the powers of the board 
will lead to a situation where 
both parties — labor and 
management are going to 
be leery of the board, avoid¬ 
ing if whenever possible be¬ 
cause they are worried about

Budget ‘guarantees 
million jobless’ 


OTTAWA i CP i Warning 
of higher jobless rates and 
more inflation. Opposition 
critics launched in the Com¬ 
mons on Wednesday a sharp 
attack on Finance Minister 
John Turner’s budget. 

The attack came as the six- 
day budget debate opened in 
(he House after Tuesday’s 
one-day St. Jean Baptiste Day 
recess. 

Progressive Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic Sinclair Stevens 
of Ontario said the budget 
contains no measures to curb 
inflation; Ed Broadbent. 
New' Democrat parliamentary 
leader, said it guarantees that 
(here will be one million Ca¬ 


nadians without jobs this 
winter. 

Stevens said the budget rep¬ 
resents a failure by the gov¬ 
ernment to deal with the ur¬ 
gent problem of inflation. 

"Inflation is a political 
problem," hr said. "Inflation 
can be solved politically and 
it is not being solved by this 
government.” 

Since Turner became fi¬ 
nance minister in 1972 infla¬ 
tion has risen by 32.6 per cent 
and government spending by 
99.5 per *cent, said Stevens. 
The government is largely re¬ 
sponsible for the current infla¬ 
tion affecting all consumers, 
he added. 


He criticized government 
plans to trim SI billion from 
its spending, calling this an 
inadequate gesture. Also, at¬ 
tempts earlier this year to en¬ 
courage voluntary restraint 
by business and labor proba¬ 
bly had added to inflation. 

The attempts to win a vol¬ 
untary agreement or con¬ 
sensus to hold down price 
and wage demands probably 
encouraged business and 
labor to demand more before 
threatened mandatory con¬ 
trols were imposed. Stevens 
said.

The cost of the proposed 
main line is $120,000, all of 
which would be paid for by 
the water board “just t» show 
good faith." Noel said in an 
interview Wednesday. 

Central Saanich would, in 
turn, have to agree to become 
a member of the water board 
The municipality would have 
to assume all responsibilities 
and rights that go with mem¬ 
bership. Noel said. 
wr The exact terms of mem- 
nership. he added, could he 
negotiated. 

Noel’s plan Involves ihe In¬ 
stallation of a 12-inch water 
main from about one mile 
south of Elk-Beaver J.ake tr» 
the pumping station at the 
west side of the lake. 

At present the peninsula 
water distribution system 
originates at the Elk Lake 
pumping station. 

One of the problems is the 
receding level of Elk Lake 
which can apparently no 
longer sustain the daily drain. 

Noel said Central Saanich 
can no longer refuse to come 
to grips with the issue. 

A 79-unit subdivision to be 
built just a few blocks north 
of the Central Saanich munici¬ 
pal hall, he said, would add to 
the dilemma of water short¬ 
age on the pensinsula. 

By offering to pay for the 
hookup of the Central Saanich 
distribution system to the' 
Greater Victoria supply sys¬ 
tem. “we’ll put the responsi¬ 
bility squarely in their lap,’’ 
said Noel.

A bit qlf Victoria’s naughty and nautical 
past was swept away without a demolition 
permit last month to make way for redevel¬ 
opment by a company associated with a city 
alderman who is chairman o fthe Heritage 
Advisory Committee. j 

Deputy city engineer William Jorgensen 
said a permit was issued last week for the 
/ demolished structures behind 571-577 John¬ 
son. 

Although admitting a building bylaw was 
broken, Jorgensen said no action would be 
taken against Aid. Sam Bawlf’s Fort Victoria 
Properties, owner of the buildings. 

“Normally we wouldn’t fine in these cir¬ 


cumstances,’’ Jorgensen said of the demoli¬ 
tion of the 14 single-storey brick units around 
a courtyard behind the buildings. 

He said similar demolitions had taken 
place before and he doubted that the city’s 
case could stand up in court because it later 
issued the demolition permit. 

In the case of Johnson Street buildings, he 
said, both the contractor and developer 
thought the other had taken out the demoli¬ 
tion permit. 

While the buildings, fronting Johnson 
Street, are on the primary list of heritage 
buildings in the Heritage Conservation Re¬ 
port. no mention is made of the demolished 


Big ferry order 
goes to Yarrows 


Yarrows Ltd. at Esquimalt will 
build two B.C. government ferries 
worth a total of $6.1 million to be 
operated between Vancouver and 
North Vancouver, Municipal Affaire 
Minister James Lorimer announced 
Wednesday. 

Yarrows’ general manager D. W. 
Challinor said in an interview the con¬ 
tract won by the Esquimalt yard was 
in time to keep the ‘‘continuity of new 
■ construction at the yard intact.” 

He said there are between 750 and 
800 employees currently on the pay¬ 
roll and without the new contract 
about 120 would have had to be laid 
off by the end of August. 

The first of the new passenger 
ferries is scheduled to go into service 
by mid-March, 1976. 

Lorimer said it had originally been 
intended to build one of the ferries in 


Victoria and the other in Vancouver, 
but the Esquimalt yard had assured 
him that both could be built on sched¬ 
ule here. 

Challinor said it hasn’t been de¬ 
cided if both will be built at the same 
time. Most likely one will immediately 
follow the other. 

"This is one way of cutting down mis¬ 
takes. If an error is made on one, only 
one mistake is made instead of doub¬ 
ling it,” he said. 

New construction at Yarrows in¬ 
cludes an $18 million B.C. ferry to be 
launched in December, and a $6.8 mil¬ 
lion ice-breaker supply ship for Dome 
Petroleum Co., which was launched 
June 19. 

Other bids for the ’ ferries’ con- 
struction were $6.8 million by Riv- 
Tow, and $6.3 million by Vancouver 
Shipyards.

Taxi companies applying 
for hefty fare increases

Victoria taxi companies 
have applied to city council 
for a 20-cents-a-mile fare in¬ 
crease. equivalent to a 33-per¬ 
cent boost, the Colonist has 
learned. 

Victoria Taxi Owners Asso¬ 
ciation president John Preve- 
doros said the application, in¬ 
volving most of Greater Vic¬ 
toria's 140-odd cabs, was 
made a couple of weeks ago 
before Monday's budget 
new-s of higher gasoline 
prices. 

If the application is ap¬ 
proved by the city and the 
requisite provincial authority 
(governing taxi fares in out- 
of-town areas), the increase, 
would mean the charge per 
mile would jump from HO 
cents to 80 cents. 

There wbuld be no change 


in the current 80-cent “flag” 
or basic charge but the hour¬ 
ly waiting rate would go up 
from 38 to $10. 

Prevedoros says the current 
Vancouver cab rate <which 
went into effect last fall) is a 
75-cent "flag’’ plus 60 cents a 
mile. 

However, he thinks the Van¬ 
couver cabbies will soon be 
looking for a further increase 
in .view of the anticipated 
mid-summer gasoline price 
hike of five, to six cents a 
gallon. 

Prevedoros is confident Vic¬ 
toria’s taxi operators will get 
their latest application ap¬ 
proved. 4 

He says the local taxi com¬ 
panies — and. in particular, 
his own company, C and C 
Taxis, which now is unionized 
are grappling with hard 
times. 
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They face the prospect of 
ever-increasing gas prices, 
worsening traffic congestion 
(downtown street construction 
in recent months hasn’t 
helped any) and higher labor 
rates. 

Prevedoros points out thaA 
in Victoria it’s elderly people 
who use cabs the most, at 
least during the daytime. 

And he notes there comes a 
time when these old folks 
may find the cost of taking a 
taxi prohibitive unless opera¬ 
tors keep a close watch on the 
situation. 

Blue Bird Taxi Cabs pres- 
l d e n t Bruce Woodward 
stresses that gasoline is some¬ 
thing taxi companies “just 
can’t do without.” 

As gasoline prices go up, 
taxi companies will just have 
to look forTurther fare raises,' 
Woodward says. 


structures behind them, which were used to 
house on-shore seamen and, at one time, as 
brothels with Chinese prostitutes.

Three workers 
‘guilty’ in walkout 


'1* hree Victoria federal 
workers Wednesday admitted 
unlawful participation in a 
strike last December amid in¬ 
dications four others might 
take the same action this 
week. Nearly 50 o^ers may 
fight similar charges. 

That w^s the picture after 
19 VictorijVmcmbers of the 
Public Semfee Alliance of 
Canada were charged separ¬ 
ately with unlawful participw- . 
lion in a strike Dec. 19. 1974. 
“where ho collective agree¬ 
ment applying to the bargain¬ 
ing unit in which you were 
included was in force.” 

Another 36 PSAC members 
are to hear similar charges 
today and tomorrow and are 
among about 800 members 
being charged across Canada. 

The Greater Victoria 
charges arose from a one-day 
walkout of more than 100 
PSAC members In apparent 
protest against a federal wage 
offer. The workers were em¬ 
ployed at the Environment 
Canada and transport, 
ministry marine bases on 
Harbour Road, HMC Dock¬ 
yard. William Head and the 
Rocky Point magazine. 

Ottawa considered prosecut¬ 
ing 94 persons but eventually 
55 were summonsed,- all from 
the two marine bases and 
HMC Dockyard. 

Of the 19 to appear Wednes¬ 
day, three Environment Cana¬ 
da workers pleaded guilty 
mechanic Simon Grypmt,

chanic Pat Hefferman. 2326 
Shakespeare, and carpenter 
Clarence Ruse, 3111 Kingsley. 

The other 16. employed at 
the transport ministry base or 
dockyard, were remanded by 
Judge Douglas Campbell to 
July 16 or 17 at the reque.si <»( 
lawyer Alan Patterson, who 
spoke for frTl9. 

After Grypma became the 
first to plead guilty, prosecu¬ 
tor Cecil Branson said the col¬ 
lective agreement had ex¬ 
pired Nov. 24 and negotiations* 
had begun. Grypma did not 
work Dec. 19 and a letter was 
sent Jan. 13 by his boss ask¬ 
ing for a medical or other ex¬ 
planation.
